sersative in the hou.se since 
19o5. 

(Jagiardi’s potential leader¬ 
ship of the Sirred party (and 
maybe even the province) has 
become an explosive Issue 
since Gaglardi made a vague¬ 
ly-worded statement that he 
might seek the leadership, 
and Oak Bay Soci*ed can¬ 


didate Dr. Howard .McDiar- 
mid replied that tiie rehabili¬ 
tation minister didn’t stand 
“a snowball'a chance in hell*’ 
of succeeding Premier Ben¬ 
nett as the Socred leader. 

There Is no riding in the 
Greater Victoria area wiiere 
the campaign is being carried 
out with more vigiM- by the 


candidates, mostly on a d(M>r- 
to-door. meet-lhe-people basis. 

Liberal candidate Mel Cou- 
velier has been hard at his 
campaigning since he was mv 
minated in Januar>. and one 
political obsener noted that 
with Wallace and McDiarmid 
both being iihysicianh. “Tliere 
haven’t lieen as many doc¬ 


tor's hou:<e calls made in Oak 
Bay in years as there have 
been over the past month. " 

In his door-knocking cam¬ 
paign. Wallace is continuing a 
technique he used in winning 
Oak Bay riding in 19G9. giving 
it to the Socreds for the first 
lime. The riding has been re¬ 


presented by Liberal can¬ 
didates since 1952. 

Wallace had been branded a 
maverick Social Crediter even 
before he won tbe 1969 elec¬ 
tion. but it was a label be 
never liked, not even when hr 
was ^voting against his own

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Hurricane Hits Gas Arsenal 
After Americans Flee Atoll 


HONOLULU (UPI) — Hurricane 
Celeste Saturday lashed Johnston Is¬ 
land, America’s mid-Pacific war gas 
areenal. but no one was left on the 
tiny atoll to witness the storm’s fur>. 

The Air Force in Honolulu said 
satellite reports indicated Celeste 
struck Johnston Saturday afternoon, 
but there was no information on ac¬ 
tual conditions. The island is the 
storehouse for 13,000 toas of letlyil 
nerve and mustard gas transferil-d 
last year from Okinawa. 

As Celeste approached, the Air 
Force evacuated the last remaining 


men because "to remain would be too 
great a risk.’’ 

An Air Force spokesman said, 
“All munitions and equipment weie 
secured to the ma.\-imum extent pos¬ 
sible” before evacuation, of the island. 
800 miles southwest of Hawaii. 

A Hawaii spokesman said it was 
“almost inconceivable” that /'any 
combination of circumstances could 
result in any hazard to human or oth¬ 
er life on Johnston” due to leakage 
of the gasi's. 

Meanwhile, tropical storm Diana 
brushed lire big island of Hawaii, de- 


inoli.shing four homes and causing at 
least $300,000 damage. 

Fifteen families were evacuated 
from the Kalapana coast and trees fell 
across roads in Hakalau, causing an 
automobile crash. Portions of the city 
of Hilo werc without power. 

But Diana didn’t pass dii'ectly 
o\ cr Hawaii. It tui-ned to Jie west, 
endangering other Hawaiian islands, 
lligli surf, wind ahd rain warnings 
were in effect for Maui. 

Thirty-fi\e-fool waxes smashed 
into Hawaii’s southern coastline, 
washing across roads and flooding 
low-ljing areas. Diana brushed the 
island with 100-mile-an-hour winds.

Fascinating Cave Found in Cariboo 


A UnnensU) of Victoria 
Oceanography student and 
amateur cave ex]>lorer has 
disclosed the exi.stence of a 
limestone cave can'isl by a 
gold-bearing river in Uie Cari- 
btxj. 

Paul Griffiths. 21. says it 
may be the largest such cave 
in Canada but he’s not mak¬ 
ing public the location exceiit 
to say it’s ^thin the bounda¬ 
ries of a provdneial park. 

Griffiths discovered the 
cave in June of 1971 He has 


explored e.-ives in southern 
France and Vancouver Island 
’ tor the past five years. 

The disc''»vt‘n»' has been 
named Griz/Iy Bear Cave b«'- 
cause of the large niiml)ei‘S of 
bear in the area. 

Prcliminui’>- explorations of 
the cave, he said, sho^^ed 
gold-bearing black sand» a hot 
spring, white frogs. . an un¬ 
derground lake, -miles of un¬ 
explored galleries witli water¬ 
falls. and ,suprr-ai/ed (o.>t. • 
prmtH'u! inknown age.

David Anderson. Liberal leader, brash, 
opinionated, clever, but Anderson too mighft 
be in over his head In Vktcria. 

I PERSONALLY Uke Waldo Skillings, but 
for the life of me, can’t understand what at¬ 
tributes he brings to his riding or the Socred 
party. But Waldo will probably somehow or 
other win one of those Victoria seats again. 
Bennett’s coattails might be enough to carry 
both Waldo and Newell Morrison into office, 
although Morrison is completely without ex¬ 
perience in government The guess here is 
that the other seat will produce a Pier six be¬ 
tween Anderson and Conservative Edith Gun¬ 
ning and at this point, your guess is as good 
as theirs or mine. 

THE REST of the Victoria area ridings: 
SaaniQh and the Islands—a new man inas- . 
much as John Tisdalle is on the outside look¬ 
ing in. By all odds Conservative Hugh Curtis 
is the class of the field. Curtis has the strong 
experience of the Saanich mayoralty, plus his 
leadership of the Capital Region Board. 
Socred Foster Isherwood will likely end up in 
second spot ahead of liberal Maloti^m Ander¬ 
son. 

Oak Bay? Incumbent Scott Wallace has to 
be considered the front runner. Hard to say 
where his toughest opposition will come 
from, although I’m guessing Liberal Mel 
Couvelier will outdistance Socred Howard 
McDlarmid regardless of all the Socred 
signs. 

ESQUIMALT: Joy G>rst and Williams 
gjing against Herb Bruch. Bruch’s in-House 
performances wouldn’t get ‘him elected 
poundkeeper. or, for that matter, dog catch¬ 
er. His past ejection victories remain among 
the qi^olved mysteries of our time. 

The only conclusion — that Bennett 
strength in the riding even wrought this mir¬ 
acle. A painful conclusion, but probably an¬ 
other Bruch victory.

j You should have the boy 
ehecked again for his reaction 
io insect bites prior to taking 
tnother oamping tr^. As a 
matter of fact, you probably 
Ihould whether or not you are 
Manning such a trip. He may 
bave overcome his sensitivity

to the bites in the intervening 
years. 

Insect bites are specific in 
the reactions produced and it 
is advisable to desensitize 
against all of the stingers 
even if you have evidence -of* 
an allergy to only one of ^m 
— in your case the yeui^- 
jacket. 

Persons with known suscep¬ 
tibility toward such bites 
should take such precau¬ 
tions. On camping trips, for 
example, it is advisable to 
have^ antihistamine on hand, 
either for injeetkm or in 
cream form for application to 
the bke area. Insect toxin 
bears a resemblance to the 
histamines.

He considers "maverick" 
an oversimplificRtioo, end 
says rather, that he believes 
the first duty of an MLA is to 
put toe interest of the constit¬ 
uents before the Interest of 
the piurty — xneai^g that one 
may sometimes h^e tp vote 
against one’s party.' 

He never hesUtated to 
speak out about the problems 
he found within the Socred 
caucus and psirty, and by the 
end of his second session of 
the Legislature, he was c^n* 
ly disappointed and frustrated 
in attenipting to get his ideas 
accepted by the government. 

It was that frustration — 
the feeling, maybe the knowl¬ 
edge, that a backbencher 
wasn't going to be listened to 
by the cabinet and the pre¬ 
mier — that caused Wallace 
finally to quit the Socreds 
almost exactly a year ago and 
ait in the house as an in¬ 
dependent. He even toyed for 
a while with the idea of found¬ 
ing a new provincial party. 

But before that happened. 
Derril Warren had taken over 
as leader of the Tories, and in 
him Wallace felt he had found 
"a kindred spirit." He joined 
the party after he and Warren 
had agreed on a ’number of 
basic principles, particularly 
that the individual is king and 
that there must be honesty 
an integrity In government. 

As a Tory. Wallace begins 
his campaign under a handi-' 
cap — the simple problem of 
trying to get elected as a rep¬ 
resentative of a party that 
hasn't had a member elected 
to the B.C. Legislature in 17 
years. It’s a problem common 
to all 49 PC candidates in the 
electicRi. 

He must convince the voters 
that the revitalized Conserva¬ 
tives are strong enough to be¬ 
come a real force in B.C. poli¬ 
tics. and he must dissuade 
them from Bennett’s repeated 
utterances that a vote for the 
Tories is a wasted vote that 
will let the New Democratic 
Party slio into power through 
the side door. 

However. Wallace, more 
than many of the other 
Tories, may be able to side¬ 
step his problem toa de¬ 
gree because of his personal 
popularity in the riding. Many 
Wallace supporters say it is 
because of the man’s own in¬ 
tegrity and honesty that they, 
are working ter him, not 
cause of his party. 

He has rallied to his cause 
former Socreds, Liberals and 
NDPersj many of whom go 
along with one who said, "I'm 
prvScott and I have been for 
a long time. I'd support him 
pfttty well no matter what 
party he ran for ... But it’s 
him as an individual I'm Rup- 
porting, not the pTarty.’’ 

His supporters are counting 
in large part on that sort of 
persona] support to brink Wal¬ 
lace the victory. But they note 


also that there are plenty of 
OnnMTvativea ki the riding 
who have been voting Socred 
or liberal in past alacttons 
just because theia hasn’t been 
a good Tory (or a Tory at all) 
to vote for. 

llie Gaglardi issue came to 
toe fore with McDiarmid’s 
statement that Oaglardi 
M-onidn’t win the leadership 
because he lacl^ the support 
of the patty caucus. 

There doesn’t seem much 
doubt that more than a few 
Oak Bay residents, including 
some previously strong 
Socreds. are thorou^ly 
fri^tened by toe posslbutty 
of Gaglardi becoming pre¬ 
mier. 

Wallace has been taking ad¬ 
vantage of that feeling by 
saying that from his experi¬ 
ence with the Socreds, 
lardi stands a very good 
chance of succeeding Bennett 
as the party leader. A Socred 
vote this time may easily be a 
vote for Gaglardi as premier, 
he says. 

ITm Gaglardi question can’t 
help but be having some ef¬ 
fect on the campaign of 
McDiarmid himself as he at¬ 
tempts to retain the seat for 
the Socreds. 

McDiarmid ha.k plenty of 
legislative eTcperience. having 
served for six years as the 
Social Credit MLA for Alber- 
ni. He’s be«i a staunch gov¬ 
ernment supporter, and said 
when he announced his move 
from toe Alb^rd riding that 
he had not been laihappy with 
Bennett's style of govern¬ 
ment. 

His relaxed, happy^go-luoky 
perscmal manner areals to 
voters, and he’s running a 
strong, well-organized cam¬ 
paign. 

However, he must over¬ 
come toe charge of carpet¬ 
bagger which has been le¬ 
velled against him. He notes 
he has moved permanently to 
Oak Bay and will stay there, 
even If he loses the election, 
which prevents him from 
being a true carpetbagger, he 
says. 

But the fact remains that 
many residents in the close- 
knit community of Oak Bay 
do not loc4c with favor on new¬ 
comers. • 

From a practical viewpoint, 
McDiarmid is simply not as 
well known as Wallace who 
has been in public affairs 
there for five >*ears. or even 
Bs Couvelier ytoo has been 
working to becom.e known for 
more than six months. 

The base Socred vote in Oak 
Bay has not been a wlrming 
one in the past few elections, 
and it was only when Wal¬ 
lace’s personal vote was 
added to it that the Socreds 
took the riding. McDiarmid 
will have to work hard to 
keep up the vote level — espe¬ 


cially when provinc«-widR 
predictions have the Socreds 
losing votes. . 

Couvelier. ia Liberal can¬ 
didate, has probably the 
strongest base vote of any of 
die candidates. Hm riding has 
been traditionally Liberal 
since 1952 when that party 
won it from Conservative 
Herb Anscomb. 

Couvelier was one of the 
first candidates nominated, 
and he’s had a long tone to 
become known in the riding. 
He sold his poultry-proceesiitg 
plant las^ year to devote his 
full time and efforts to poli¬ 
tics. 

He spent a year a$ pres¬ 
ident of the provinciSl'Liberal 
organization, and was in¬ 
strumental In raising the 
issue of leadership within the 
party which eventually led to 
David Anderson taking over 
from Dr. Pat MoGeer. 

But for all that, Couvelier 
doesn’t yet seem to have 
made much of an impact. His 
campaign, a^e steady and 
determined, has paled beside 
the more dramatic efforts of 
Wallace and McDiarmid. 

With the Tories joing the 
Liberals In their tradlttonah 
role as free-enterprise alter¬ 
native to the Socreds, Couve>- 
lier may I have to gain a 
higher deg^ of personal sup- 
p(»t to remain a strong con¬ 
tender. 

Ihe NDP candidate in Oek 
Bay is perennially little more 
than a token runner, for Oak 
Bay is (xie of the most anti- 
NDP ridings in the province. 
Student Ctordon Neuls. like 
NDP candidates before him, 
will be lucky if he gamers 5 
per cent of the vote. 

At toe moment toe edge in 
the contest would appear to 
go to Wallace on the grounds 
that the Independent-mined 
residents of the Oak Bay area 
win stick with their so-called 
maverick. 

But ‘the strengths of the 
Socreds and Liberals are high 
enough that Oak Bay prom¬ 
ises to be one of the closest 
and most exciting races in the 
province.

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It is important to remove 
the stinger that the insect 
leaves inbedded in the flcsfi* 
and this can be done with 
sterilized tweezers.

For other campers wanting 
to avoid insect bites, here are 
some Ups. 

Avoid strongly scented lot¬ 
ions or perfumes. 

Favor w^ite or less colorful 
clothing. 

Bees, particularly, are most 
apt to be In a stinging mood 
during the nectar-gathering 
periods. Disturbing a bee dur¬ 
ing this Important activity 
can make it as mad as a hor¬ 
net and in a definitMy sting- 
ir« mood. 

^os also are cantankerous 
after a rain that has washed 
the precious nectar from the 
flowers.

A MONTH ACX), WHEN Britain’s minister 
for Northern Ireland affairs consented to 
meet representatives of the outlawed Irish Repub¬ 
lican Army in an attempt to preserve a tmuous 
truce, he was given a three-point ultimatum. But 
even befora he could bring the IRA’s outrageous 
and wholly unacceptable terms before the cabinet, 
the peace had been shattered. Terrorist snipers had 
opened fore when British troops prevented the occu¬ 
pation by force pt Belfast’s Lenadoon houilng es¬ 
tate units by RtAnan Catholic families. 

These were the demands of the IRA leaders: 
Recognition of the right of the people of both 
parts of Ireland, the republic and the counties of 
Ulster, to decide jointly on union or continuing sep¬ 
aration; 

Immediate withdrawal of all British troops 
from sensitive regions; 

Full withdrawal by January 1,1975; 

An amnesty for all political prisoners, inter¬ 
nees, detainees, and those on the wanted Ust; and 
An end of internment of suspected terrorists. 

As Ions as the IRA maintains this position Its 
leaders are well aware the government will not lis¬ 
ten to them. And as long as no one will Ititen th^ 
will justify their terror tactics on this ground. 

That is why, in spite of the anxiety of ail men 
of goodwill for a sensible solution, there must be 
reservations about the likelihood of success at 
round-table talks Mr. Whitelaw has cedled for Sept. 
25. All parties — with the exception of the outcast 
IRA — are invited. But there is some doubt aix>ut 
the participation of the Social Democratic and 


Labor Party, which is the vehicle of Roman Catho* 
lie opposition in Northern Ireland politics. 

Its representatives will boycott the meeting 
unless the policy of internment without trial is 
amended beforehand. And without them the discus¬ 
sions can hardly be meaningful. 

However, Mr. Whitelaw has shown a disposi¬ 
tion to temper the internment tactic. At one time 
there were 1,000 or more in custody, now there are 
fewer than It is probable criminal charges win 
be brought against some of them and the re¬ 
mainder released. Would this satisfy the Social 
Democratic and Labor group? 

If it does occur, and if the Roman Catholic ele¬ 
ment accepts the invitation to negotiation in conse¬ 
quence, then the IRA will be more than ever isolat¬ 
ed, more than ever desperate. 

They wiU also be more vulnerable, because the 
Roman Catholic housing, areas where they have 
sheltered will be denied them increasingly. Already 
Prime Minister Jack Lynch of the Republic of 
Ireland has intimated a toughening of suppression 
against them. 

This is a time of very delicate manoeuvring, 
and Canadians generally will feel a strong sympa¬ 
thy for the lonely man on whose shoulders the 
main responsibility rests. Mr. Whitelaw has the 
power of decision. If his judgments are wise there 
is hope for peace in Ulster. If they fall to meet with 
approval of both Parlianment and Roman Catholics 
that hope pales. His failure would be a victory for 
the terrorist revolutionaries. And no sensitive per¬ 
son wants to contemplate the consequences.

Canada’s Big First 


A ll going well, Canada will become the 
first western nation with Its own communica¬ 
tions satellite system in a few months. For once we 
will be ahead of the United States which might get 
a red-tape tangled satellite of similar purpose into 
orbit by 1974 If policy decisions can be reached. 

Canada has no such problems because there 
isn’t the competition here for use of the solar sta¬ 
tions, and we’re just renting while eight U.S. com¬ 
panies want to operate their own systems. 

It would appear, though, that policy wrangling 
is developing in the Canadian plans, which have 
been firmed up with the leasing, at $8 million a 
year, of three of 12 channels of a satellite to be 
launched in November by an international state- 
private enterprise corporation. 

The three ^annels to be taken over by the Ca-. 
nadian Broadcasting Corporation early next year 
will provide network television service in English 
and French to all of Canada, but are one-way 
streets towards greater unification of the country 
as far as the people of the far north are concerned. 

To provide television to the Eskimo and Indian 
population in Arctic regions was one of the main 
reasons for the satellite use. And this it will. But 
the developing bind is over the one-way aspect. No 
provision has been made for programming from 
the north which has prompted, among others, writ¬ 
er Peter Desbtu’ats to state in a special article in 
The Vancouver Sun; 


“Without really meaning to, and for the most 
logical economic reasons, Canada has embarked on 
a program of cultuial genocide of unprecedented 
Bcde and efflciency,’’ 

He points out, quite rightly, that at a critical 
period In cultural development of the native people 
of the north they are going to be subjected to an 
overwhelming flow of television from an alien cul¬ 
ture that already dominates the economic side of 
their lives. 

A detailed proposal had been drawn up which 
would have given native broadcasters access to the 
satellite system, but was rejected on cost grounds: 
the native population of the north Is too small 
(25,000) to justify expensive' television production 
and transmitting facilities. 

It leaves Indian Affairs and Northern Develop¬ 
ment Minister Jean Chretien looking rather forlorn 
In view of his statement in the House of Conunons 
at the time the satellite system plans were being 
discussed: ”... an adequate electronic com¬ 
munications system in the north will enable the 
people who live there, the Eskimos and Indians in 
particular, to take part in Canadian life. For the 
first time in their whole-life, once the system is es¬ 
tablished, these people will really be in a position to 
communicate with other Canadian citizens and to 
take part in all aspects of life available to us in the 
south.” 


Pondering on the Date 
For Federal Voting 


T^jOW or next year? It’s a 
difficult decision for the 
prime minister to make. 

To call the election when 
food prices are rising sharply 
is bad for the government. To 
go through another winter of 
high unemployment and ac* 
celerating cost*price inflation 
could be considerably 
worse. And the longer the PM 
waitsv the better the bpiiosi- 
tion parties will be prepared 
for the cemtest. 

With this in mind, it would 
seem that Mr. Trudeau has 
miscalculated his election 
timing. Had he gone to the 
country in the spring, he 
would certainly have been 
better off than he is now. 

Though already losing elec* 
toral ground last spring, the 
government could still have 
fought a June or early July 
election on optimistic econom* 
ic prognostications. A sum* 
mer boom, though increas* 
ingly doubtful in the light of 
statistical projections, was 
still a possibility. The steady 
upward push of the price 
index, while worrisome, was 
still short of alarming. 

Weighing the prospects of a 
summer and fall boom, 

' against the risk o( deterio¬ 
ration of the ecfHKwnic front, 
a sizable faction of the Tru¬ 
deau party pressed for a June 
election. The PM overruled 
these realists when opinion 
polls showed omtinual decline 
of Ms popular support. He in¬ 
terpret^ the trend as a tem- 
poiary setback after a hard 
winter and expected the sum¬ 
mer holiday season to relax 
the mood of the electorate. 

So, when he ruled out June, 
Trudeau <ffdained not <xUy an 
election free, but also a 
“sunny and proaperout" sum¬ 
mer for CanadiiTM. 

Playing God didn’t work out 
too well. The summer has 
been so exceptionally wet and 
cold in most parts that most 
people coming back from 
ruined holidays are in a bad 
mood. The contisued growth

of the army of unemployed, 
the big jump in food prices in 
July, and the ferment in in- 
dustrial relations which 
plagues the ecemomy, add to 
the general unease. More ai^ 
more people who thought they 
had secure jobs, live In fev 
of losing them and low in¬ 
come families dread further 
price increases. 

In such an atmosphere the 
natural, though not always 
logical, target of disgruntle- 
ment Is the government which 
gets blamed even for foul 
weather.

preparations. To switch into a 
low gear now would cost them 
a great deal, both in money 
and organizational momen¬ 
tum. 

This could well be a major 
item on the prime minister’s 
list of election timing c(msid- 
erations. The way things are 
going it could also be his only 
remaining tactical advantage, 
for repeated on-and-off elec¬ 
tion alarms could not fail to 
strain his opponents’ re¬ 
sources. Mobilization of cam¬ 
paign volunteers is liound to 
get more difficult after each 
cooling off period. 

It’s questionable, however, 
how many times this- wearing 
out tactic can be used without 
creating a psychological boo¬ 
merang effect. 

Chances are that another 
postponement of the election, 
is now geno'ally antid- 
pated in October, would have 
this effect. It would certainly 
be resented even by Tru¬ 
deau’s candidates, most of 
whom are busy right now 
with establishing campaign 
headquarters in their ridings 
and mobilizing their sui^rt- 
ers for the anticipated start of 
the contest in the next week 
or two. 

So it’s difficult to see what 
the PM could hope to gain by 
declaring an “election free’* 
fall.

third world. 

He makes Canada the only

apply for immigrant status, 
and if denied it. fight the re¬ 
sulting deportation proceed¬ 
ings no matter how long a 
series of appeals may take. 

And right now it can take 
upwards of five yean. 

The result has been that — 
forget the 34,853 who came in 
the "back doori last year ~ 
there are, at last count, 13,000 
more “visitors" waiting Im¬ 
migration hearings on appli¬ 
cations to remain here perma¬ 
nently, and another 10,000 
waiting on ai^als against de¬ 
portation.

But perhaps they’re a little 
too pessimistic about their 
party’s chances. Perhaps cir¬ 
cumstances have changed 
enough in the intervening nine 
years that Warren will be^ 
able to draw votes where Ful¬ 
ton couldn't. 


It won’t be that Warren is 
any stronger a leader than 
Fulton. Indeed, in some ways 
he is weaker in that he has no 
experience as an elected 
member and is far less well- 
known. 

What It will be is that basic

Amin Rocks Britain

Two weeks ago, President Idi Amin of 
Uganda set the fuse to a time bomb which 
has been threatening African stability for 10 
years. Amin told tens of thousands of Asians 
to get out of his country within 90 days. Amin 
put their number at 80.000 and accused 
them of "sabotaging" Uganda’s economy. 

The British government says fewer than 
50,000 of these have Bititish passports. An¬ 
other 23,000, it says, are Ugandan nationals 
and "a few thousand" more have Indian. 
Pakistani or Bangladesh citizenship. But, 
give or take a few thousand, the problems 
created by Amin's sudden ultimatum are ter¬ 
rifying. 

★ ★ ★ 

The British government’s first reaction 
was shock, then incredulity, then an inclina¬ 
tion to play for time. 

Now it realizes Amin means bu8ines.s and 
that it probably will have to make room for a 
sudden rush of up to 50.000 Asians into Eng¬ 
land — a country already overpopulated, al¬ 


ready with a black immigrant population ^f 
around 1.8 million and already plagued by 
unemployment and housing shortages. 

The government has pledged publicly ft 
will not cut the existing immigration quotas 
in order to help the Asians expelled by Amin. 
It also has accepted responsibility for all 
those proving British citizenship. 

★ ★ ★ 

But the social and other problems this 
raises are appalling. Enoch Powell, a maver¬ 
ick' right-wing former Conservative govern¬ 
ment minister, described the 50,000 Ugan¬ 
da Asians as “<Mily the thin end of a very 
thick wedge. "^He predicted Britain may face 
an influx in the future of 1.5 million British 
passport-holders from other African coun¬ 
tries as well as Asia. 

The government has set up a committee 
headed by Home Secretary Robert Carr to 
try to plan absorption of the Uganda 
Asians. But many towns which already have 
large colored immigrant populations have 
hurried to announce they cap take no more. 

The Asians are caught in the middle.—.

And it 
just might be that Warren 
will turn out to be the right 
man with the right ideas at 
the right time while Fulton 
turned up onjhe B.C. scene at 
the wrong time.

He tald alto that only 35 to 
45 pertona allgible to vote at 
the Anahim rteerve In the 
Cariboo were enumerated, 
and they were regiatered by 
Cariboo Liberal candidate 
l.awrence QIadue—himeelf an 
Indian— when he toured the 
reserve. 

Another reserve untouched 
by enumeration, he said, was 
the Stone reeerve—home of 
the late Fred Quilt, an Indian 
whose death last fall led to 
two inquests after It was 
charged he was maltreated by 
RCMP officers. 

Ken Morton, chief provin¬ 
cial electoral officer, said he 
felt a thorough job was car¬ 
ried out in enumerating both 
Indian and white voters in the 
Cariboo. 

"I'm getting a little an¬ 
noyed with this kind of criti¬ 
cism," he said. "In the last 
analysis, it’s up to the in¬ 
dividual to be registered.” 

"Everybody had an oppor¬ 
tunity to get on the voters’ 
lists. There’s a year-round 
permanent list.” 

Morton referred specific 
questions about Cariboo enu- 
fneration to Dave Warren. 
Cariboo registrar. 

Warren said door-t>.door 
enumeration is the ideal in 
theory, but is almost impossi¬ 
ble to attain In the Cariboo 
electoral district—34,(KXI 
square miles, with sometimes 
up • to 40 miles between 
ranches. 

He said only three reserves 
got door-todoor treatment- 
Sugar Lake, Soda Creek and 
Canim Lake.

Russian Blend

MOSCOW — ArehltecturaUy, the Soviet Union 
i« a biend of old-century beauty, Stalinist hyi)er- 
bole, and modem utilitarianism. 

Those who love the flavor and character of old 
Russia seek out the onion-domed churches that 
still dominate the villages and the wooden houses 
with their intricately carved, graceful window 
frames. 

After the Bolshevik revolution came a burst of 
exciting innovation. But creativity was suppressed 
under Stalin, who ordered wedding-cake sky¬ 
scrapers, like Moscow University, and massive 
buildings with pseudo-classical, gingerbread fa¬ 
cades. 

Since then the trend has been to simpler, clean¬ 
er designs and—to the Rus.sians’ own distress— 
cold monotony. 

Because of a lack of money and materials, 
planners have opted for standardized housing, for 
instance. Blocks upon blocks of identical high-rise 
apartment buildings are sprouting in cities every¬ 
where. 

The exception:'public buildings which are in 
tjje mainstream of contemporai-y world design. 

Still, it is the lovely churches, monasteries, 
palaces, and mansions of czarist times that impress 
the eye and lift the heart. And, along with fash¬ 
ioning the new, the state is assi^ousiy preserving 
and restoring the old.

SASKATOON (CP) — An at¬ 
tempt to have the United 
<3iurch of Canada reverse 
much of its stand on alx»lion 
was defeated Saturday, after 
a passionate debate, by a vote 
of about three-toK}ne. 

The 405 del^ates to the 
church’s 25th general council 
meeting were arguing over a 
church position papw which 
states that abmtion can only 
be justified as the lesser 
two evils. It says, however* 
that prior to 12 weeks of preg¬ 
nancy, abortion may be per¬ 
formed after consultation be¬ 
tween a woman and her doc¬ 
tor. 

The clause that aroused the 
most heated debate read: 
"Therefore, abortion is jus¬ 
tified (mly in certain, medical, 
'social and economic situa- 
toni." 

Opponents of the churqh po¬ 
sition paper argued that it re¬ 
ally means that the church is 


totally in favor of abortion on 
demand, a stand w4iich they 
said would indicate that a 
fetus has no spiritual value. 

Rev. Paul Tucker of St. 
John’s. Nfld., moved an 
amendment changing the 
church’s stand to justification 
of abcMlion "only in extreme 
cases where the life and 
health of the mother art in 
danger.” 

‘T can’t see how eccxmiiic 
and aocial circumstances can 
be a lesser evil than the 
murder of a spiritual being,’* 
said Dr. Tucker, president of 
the church’s Newfoundland 
conference. 

Several women delegates 
argued that they must have 
the right to decide what will 
happen to their own bodies.

River* Inlet Chinook fishing 
for the big ones, up to the 
world record 82-pounder, lasts 
about five weeks, from the 
third week in July to the last 
week of August. They are 
heading for the Wannock 
River at the head of the inlet. 

This river features a series 


of rapkU and connects with 
dCMnile long Gwikeno L^lte. 
the nursery tor tens of mil¬ 
lions of sockeye fry which 
spend a year in the lake be¬ 
fore migrating to sea. Approx¬ 
imately one million Rivers 
Inlet sookeye are caught com¬ 
mercially each year. 

The Wg northern coho, up to 
25 pounds, arrive in Rivers 
Inlet around the second week 
of September and provide a 
sports fishery for about two 
wedcs eA hot fishing. 

They are heading for the 
Chuciwalla River, which par¬ 
allels the Kibella River which 
holds the pink run. 

River Inlet is on the mid¬ 
land, northeast of Port Hardy, 
300 miles from Vancouver and 
40 minutes flying time from 
Port Handy. 

It isn't named after the 
three major rivers that flow 
into It but was named Rivers 
in 1792 by CJaptaln George 
Vancouver, after George Pitt, 
first Baron Rivers of Strath- 
fieldsage, Hampshire. « 

It is an area rich histori¬ 
cal pait, long noted for Its 
abundant salmon re-source 
and as home of the Oweekano 
Indians. 

The first salmon canning 
plant and commercial fishing 
fleet arrived in Rivers frilet in 
1882. By 1897, seven canneries 
and a fleet of 650 boats were 
in operation. As many as 10 
canneries operated at onb 
time in the 19208, but changes 
in tech7K)logy. canning eco 
nomics, and labor costa re¬ 
sulted in a steady decline 
until the last cannery shut¬ 
down in the mid-1950s. 

Remain* of several of these 
canneries may still be seen 
along the edge of the Inlet and 
one at Good Hope, 12 miles

Pure Water Program 
Given Longer Deadline 


Colonist Nowaday Sen loe 

WASHINGTON — A House 
and Senate oonferenoe, debat¬ 
ing an ambitious program to 
purfiy toe natiem’s waters by 
the 1980s, have secretly 
agreed to give polluters an 
extra two years to clean up. 
reliable Capitol Hill sources 
have said. 

According to these sources, 
instead of attempting to reach 
a "no discharge" goal by 
1981. the year of deadline was 
ahead to 1983. Moreover, it i* 
said that in resolving dif¬ 
ferences between the house 
aivl Senate versions of the big 
and complex water pollution 
bill, the house trimphed an a 
key phrase that weakens the 
legislation. 

The Senate version of the 
bill states that the "no dis¬ 
charge" aim shall be "natio¬ 
nal policy." But the senators, 
in executive session reported¬ 
ly boNyed to the house, agree¬ 
ing that toe aim shall. be a 
"national goal." 

At the seme time, the con¬ 
ference was said to have re¬ 
moved another weakening 
provision in the house versi<m 
— a section that required the 
National Academy of Science.^ 
to complete a study that had 
to be evaluated by congress 
before the "no discharge" 
goal was implemented. 

"The study may still take 
place," the source said, "but 
it will not be a hiatus In (he 
bill. It will not he a condition 
of implementation." 

Even with the dale inished 
up to 1983, there are those on 
Capitol Hill who believe that 
the polluters simply can’t 
meet the deadline. ‘It’s an 
impossible dream," said one 
man. "a missi<Hi impossible.” 


Sources also claimed that 
the money in the four-year 
program would be th* turn 
autlTorized by th* hous«, $24.6 
biilicm, rather than the $20 bil¬ 
lion passed by (he Senate. The 
White House has called for a 
$6 billion water pollutitm pro¬ 
gram spread over three 
years. 

In an attempt to ease the 
threat of a presidential veto, 
the souces said, the bill in¬ 
cluded wording that would 
spread the funds over the full 
four-year period. 

One person close to the 
meetings insisted that the 
measure "is going to l>e a 
lough ()lll. very tough dn in¬ 
dustry." At the' same time, it 
was said thut a new phrase 
was inserted in the legislation 


which states that the iwl- 
luters, public and private, 
would be allowed to correct 
themselves on toe basis of 
"economic feasibility." 

Sources agreed that this 
considerably weakens the bill, 
and said that much of the ac¬ 
tion that might be taken 
against the polluters could be 
settled in court because of toe 
vague way some of the legis¬ 
lation is worded. "A lot of this 
wiggles and squiggles and 
evades,” one source said.

They also will agi’ee that 
none of the- three coimnunities 
has tJK? necessary population 
to pay for the Iniilding of such 
a facility on its own. 

Central Saanich Aid. Mar¬ 
garet Salt said Saturday that 
a move will soon l>e made to 
study ways and means of 
building a centre to be used 


by peninsula residents. 

Mrs. Salt, the municipal¬ 
ity's recreation committee 
chairman, said that although 
she agieed recreational facili¬ 
ties were needed for the 
young, "let's not forget die el¬ 
derly.” 

She said she would like to 
see a lawn bowling green es¬ 
tablished. 

Saanich Peninsula has no 


recreation facilities' other 
than a few ball diamonds, one 
lacrosse box, and a few tennjs 
courts. North Saanich is build¬ 
ing a new soccer field on 
Wain Road, but there are no 
indoor facilities other than 
acliool gymnasiums. 

Central Saanich Aid. Ted 
Clayarda pointed out in a sep¬ 
arate lnter\'lew that public fa¬ 
cilities are non-existent on the 


peninsula tor such •spenal- 
ized forms" of recreation as 
swimming, skating and curl¬ 
ing. 

"For, skating and winter 
swimming we have been free- 
loading on the bigger munici¬ 
palities,” Clayard.«! said. He 
ad<Ied that something will 
soon have to l)e done soon to 
alleviate the situation. 

However, he would prcfei' to 


.see such a centre undertaken 
by a joint effort of prtvate cit¬ 
izens’ municipal governments 
and the school board. 

Sidney Aid. Fred Robinson 
said the only way to sohe the 
'Teal dearth of indoor recrea¬ 
tion for all age gitiups is to 
build a recreational complex 
to be undertaken by all three 
peninsula municipalities.” 

The area’s population, lie 


rioted, is e.xpected to double m 
about 10 years. 

"We’ve all got to face up to 
the fact tliul a recreational 
comple.t is a must out 
here . . . T’d 8<x>ner pay $100 a 
year to keep a youngster off 
the street than more than 51*00 
a year to keep him in a jail.” 
Robinson said. 

XorTli Saanich reci'eation 
committee chairman Aid. 


George Cuirijjston said if the 
three municipalities did agi*ee 
to share in building a siwrts 
centre, the cost-sharing 
should be d(Hie on a popula¬ 
tion basis. 

Cumpslon said that he 
wwild lie available for any 
meeting set for represent¬ 
atives of the tliree communi¬ 
ties to discuss hmv to get a 
sjxirts centre started.

The 
longshoreman operatiw of the 
huge ship's crane was proba¬ 
bly still getting the feel of the 
unfamiliar otmlrols.

Learn. To Watch 

"You learn to watch the 
crane from a distance.

Nicholas 
has 25 years steady work ^ 
the docks to his credit. 

Morley Sutton, of 216 Hart, 
has 18 years and another 
longshoreman at the docks 
SatuTxiay. Bob Turnbull, of 
3843 Rowland, has 22 years. 

Many Ships 

They have seen tiie sides 
and holds of many ships in 
their time and their annual 
pay packets have risen from 
about $3,000 20 years ago to 
the $9,000 or more of today. 

NegotiatlcMis for a new con¬ 
tract on their behalf seem to 
be in trouble. Vancouver long¬ 
shoremen are off the job. 
tying up Canada’s major west 
coast i>ort. 

For southern Island long¬ 
shoremen it may mean more 
work as ships are diverted 
from Vancouver, althougli 
only a few ships have chosen 
an Island port so far with 
ntost still anchored in Van¬ 
couver harbor.

(G.S., Vlo- 
torla) — The tpny of Oowera you sent 
me for Identltlcttlan la Purple Looeea- 
trlte, Lythrum auperbum, orldnally a 
wlldtlower found In damp and marihy 
apota, but It baa been developed bito a 
really lovely and dependable garden pe¬ 
rennial. It doea beat In a rather heavy 
loam aoll, In full aun and with lota of 
water, but It lan't the leaat bit tuaay and 
will uaually perform adequately In any 
part of the garden. 

Lythruro la a great favortta wdlh the 
beea, and you'll find them eomtatg from 
mllea around to alp the neetar from the 
flowera. In addltloa to your purple-flo¬ 
wered p^t, there are very good pink 
and roae' varletlea available from moat 
good nuraerymen. 

To get more plants from your elump. 
you oouM take and root cuMnga Hi the 
apring when the new ahoota are about 
three inchea above ground, or you could 
dig up your plant In October, divide It 
Into smaller pieces, and rrplani these 
Individually. 

PEACH PRIININO (W.F.. Sidney) 
— If your peach tree la a fan-shaped, 
wall-trained specimen, the pruning Is a 
bit loo ktvtdved to explain In a short 
paragraph, and I suggest you get a 
book from the library with sketches and 


diagram lUuatratlng juat how the 
operatlan la performed to provide the 
necessary replacement branches. The 
beat time to do the job Is In late sum¬ 
mer. soon after the fruit has been 
harvested. 

A free-standing peach tree in open 
ground la much simpler to prune. The 
weight of the fruit usually bends the 
branches down Into an arc, and Induces 
young new shoots to form at the top of 
the are. Any pruning ocnalata In remov¬ 
ing the old, frtdted tips back to one of 
theee new replacement ahoota, and the 
taking out of any badly placed 
branches. This too Is best done In late 
summer or early fall. 

MAPIJR LEAF boMPOOT (J.McC. 
Oowichan Station) — There is a saying 
among London's cockneys to the effect 
that there Is no such thing as poor beer 
— only some beer Is better than others. 
You can say the same'thing about the 
different kinds of leaves that go Into the 
compost tieap. 

In nature, every kind of leaf rota 
down eventually and Is returned to the 
aoll. In gardening practice, however. It 
la best to keep the alow-rotting kinds in 
a bln to themselves, where they won't 
hold up the ripening of the main com- 
txial heap. Your maple leaves are a lit¬ 


tle on the slow side, as the tough midrib 
and stem take quite a while to dialn- 
tegrate. 

I have never run any comparatlvn 
teata on the different compoat accelera- 
tora auch aa Fertoaan, Allure, QR or 
Acto, ao I wouldn't like to venture an 
opinion aa to which one worka beat I 
have been using Alginure Compost 
Maker myself — with highly aatlafac- 
tory results — chiefly beoause I feel 
that aoU addltivea which have their ori¬ 
gin In the sea help In returning a lot of 
the minor mineral elementa which have 
been leached out of our soli and Into the 
ocean. 

DISEASED POTATO (G.CN., 
.Sooke) — Hie silver of potato you sent 
was too small to recognize any abnor¬ 
malities, and I think I could help you 
better If you were to describe In detail 
just how your potatoes differ from 
healthy ones. 

I noticed what appeared to be soma 
scab on the skin, but In such a tiny 
sample I couldn't tell whether the pota¬ 
to was badly scabbed or only Ught^ in¬ 
fected. In any case, scab la only a akin 
disease of. potatoes — a complexion 
fault, you might say — and once the po¬ 
tato la peeled. It la perfectly wholesome 
to eat.

U.S. Firms Must Make 
Sugar Ad Corrections 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Under a new policy of the 
Federal Trade Commission, 
two trade groups will have to 
spend at least $175.(X)0 for ad¬ 
vertising to correct their 
claims that eating refined 
sugar products could help 
dieters l^e weight. 

The FTC announced Friday 
its provisitDoal acceptance of a 
setUement that would require 
the mandatory corrective ad¬ 
vertising by Sugar Associa¬ 
tion. Inc., and Sugar Informa¬ 
tion, both New York City- 
bas^ groups. 

In the past, the FTC has 
sought only consent orders 
requiring corrections In the 
event an advertiser accused 
of making false claims chose 
to continue advertising. The 
new policy gives the advertis¬ 
ers no choice. 

The order, which will take 
effect Sept. 18 unless with¬ 
drawn by the FTC, requires 
the two groups to run full- » 
page printed messages — pre- / 
pared by the FTC — in seven 
national magazines during 
the period December through 
April. 


The total cost of the seven 
ads is estimated at between 
$175,000 and $200,000. 

Once the consent order 
takes effect, it has the force 
of law. Any violations of its 
terms could result in p)cnalties 
of up to $5,000. 

The earlier advertisments 
the FTC objected to urged, 
for example, "enjoy an ice 
cream cone shortly before 
lunch. Sugar be the will 
power you need to undereat." 

“The trick is to turn down 
your appetite shortly before 
mealtime," said anoaher ad. 
"A little sugar, in a soft 
drink, or a candy bar can be 
a big hek>.'’ 

Each ad carried the slogan; 
“Sugar . .. only 18 calories 


per tea^xxm and It’s all 
sugar." 

Under the consent order, 
the companies and their ad¬ 
vertising agency. Leo Bomett 
Go.. Inc. of diicago, have ag¬ 
reed tci run ads witth the 
healine; "The plain truth 
about your sweet tooth." 

The bodyof the message will 
state in part: 

"Do you recall the mes¬ 
sages w» brought in the past 
about sugar? How something 
with sugar in it before meals 
could help you curb your ap¬ 
petite? 

"We hope you didn’t get ttie 
idea tf»t our little diet tip 
was any magic formula for 
losing weight. Because there 
are no tricks, no shortouts, 
the whole diet subject is very 
complicated. .. ."

WATERLOO. IOWA fUPI) 
— A man who discovered a 
tom $50 bill in his garage be¬ 
lieves his wife shredded $5,000 
of their life savings and threw 
the money away. 

If the story is substantiated, 
sheriff deputies believe the 
mystery of tom money scat¬ 
tered along the roadside will 
be solved. 

The man. identified only a.s 
being fri^m Evansdale. ap¬ 
peared with the lorn bill Tues¬ 
day and told deputies his wife 
apparently ripped up $5,000 
and tossed it into a roadside 
ditch near Gilbertsvillc. about 
10 miles from the couple's 
home. 

Nearly one month ago. two 
teen-age girls found some 
$3,200 ,in tom bills along a 
creek near Gllbcrtsville. and 
officers later recovered $1,800 
more. The money has re¬ 
mained unclaimed in the Gil- 
bertville Savings Bank for 
several weeks. 

Chief deput/ Wendell Chrft- 
tensen said the wqoian has 


under a doctor’s care and told 
officers that both she and her 
husband had been sick "and 
had no use for he money." 

She told officers she drove 
her car to the bridge, stopped 
and ripped up the money. The 
woman tossed some under the 
bridge "and then threw out 
more as she drove along the 
road." Christensen said. 

He said the couple's claim 
to the money appears valid 
since the tom $50 bill 
matched the serial number of 
one of the bills which has 
been found along the road. A 
lie detector test will be given 
to the husband this week "to 
verify that he found the torn 
•currency in his garage rather 
than along, the road," Chris¬ 
tensen said. 

Christensen said the man 
and.his wife are both 61 and 
he has been a truck driver all 
his life. The deputy said the 
$5,000 "was only a very small 
part" of the couple’s life sav¬ 
ings.

She gave her chief keeper 
at the Nassau Country Jail. 
Sheriff Michael Seniuk. one of 
her jail paintings, a small 
acrylic entitled Dream of 
Ibiza. Then Mrs. Edith Irving 
talked some more of her past 
and future, at a press confer¬ 
ence held Thursday afternoon 
in the sheriff's office, at the 
jail where she has served a 
two-month term for her part 
in the bogus Howard Hughes 
"autobiography" caper en¬ 
gineered by her husband, Clif¬ 
ford. 

Mrs. Irving, her brown eyes 
and perfect teeth reflecting 
the bright television lights, 
and dressed in a blue cotton 
prison smock and too-large 
denim jacket, said that the 
experience of the hoax and its 
aftermath was "like a Kafka 
story — something that starts 
small and then grows like an 
endless nightmare." 

She said that at first, when 
her husband talked about his 
scheme to fake the Hughes 


autobiography, "he treated it 
as a joke. Whenever he talked 
about it he laughed and said 
that if he got caught, he’d just 
give the money back." 

The 36-year-old, Swiss-born 
painter said she thought her 
husband was to blame for her 
Jail term, but added that she, 
was not bitter. "He is naive. 
He didn't think it w<Hild end 
up a criminal thing," she 
said. 

Of her stay in the .jail, Mrs. 
Irving said that "in the begin¬ 
ning it was very difficult and 
strange. I was not used to tak¬ 
ing orders. But after a while I 
realized the other Inmates 
had terrible lives and troubles 
worse than mine and I 
stopped feeling sorry for my- 
eelf." 

During the two months she 
spent in the jail, her husband 
visited four times. 

Mrs. Irving said she 
planned to return to Swit¬ 
zerland with the children on 
Sept. 1.

investigator in the study 
He said triggering factors 
Included such things as 
cancer-causing chemicals m 
food, pollute# air. defective 
genes, attacks by another 
virus radiation, other infec¬ 
tions or lust growing old 
•Most persuri.s carry viiuses 
eapatile of causing many dis¬ 
eases. Iverner said

not to kill their hosts.■■ lie 
said, liecaltse die viru.s is a 
parasite that needs the host Co 
sur\’i\e During the <‘oui*se of 
e\olution "if viruses always 
killed their hosts, they would 
not tliemselvcR oontinue to 
exist." l.enTer said.

That indicates one vaccine 
could be developed that would 
combat many diseases,^ 
l.iemer said.

Pacific, seems destined to be 
woriced out reasonably soon. 

A coottdhr agreement 
which will txring particular 
aid to the 60,000 Chinese Ca¬ 
nadians who have family ties 
in China and which would 
help Canadians who want to 
visit China for business or 
other purposes is in the cards. 

And the Chinese are con¬ 
sidering a Canadian request 
for more newsmen to be es¬ 
tablished in Peking. At 
present there is only one per- 
m a n e n t Canadian corre¬ 
spondent. 

Sharp said the Chines^ 
asked when Prime Minister 
Trudeau will visit China and 
it's dear Trudeau will come 
here next year if he wins the 
next eloctk>n in Canada. 

The Chinese fielded a top- 
ranking team to meet the Ca¬ 
nadians. Apart hxm their 
foreign minister, the team in¬ 
cluded the senior of seven 
foreign ministers, Chap 
Kauan Hua, and the head 
the newly^ormed foreign min¬ 
ister’s department for North 
America, Chou Wen Ching. 
The Chinese have accepted an 
invitation to send a negotiat¬ 
ing team to Ottawa next Sejv 
tember. 

Meantime, almost 500 Cana-

In Ottawa, China’s trade 
minister toured a Canadian 
government farm Saturday, 
kicking through com fields 
and hopping drainage ditches 
like a farm boy. 

Pai Hsiang-Kuo and a co¬ 
terie of Chinese officials were 
led through the state-owned 
experimental farm here by 
Agriculture Minister H. A. 
Olson, who wore a cream- 
colored cowboy hat. 

The soft-spoken Mr. Pai, 
wearing a light-gray Chinese 
tunic, appeared to enjoy both 
the manicured fields of the 
large fann end his translated 
conversations with agriculture 
department officials. The 
minister laughed often and 
asked several questions about 
the farm operations, particu¬ 
larly the chicken rach. 

Also in . Ottawa, China 
is in the market for still 
more Canadian wheat, Trade 
Minister Jean-Luc Pepin dis¬ 
closed Friday. 

He told reporters after a 
two-hour meeting with Pai 
Hsiang-kuo, foreign trade min¬ 
ister of the Chinese People’s 
Republic, that the Chinese are 
keen to dicker with the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board for further 
purchases. 

At the same time, Mr. Pal 
had reiterated Peking's 
pledge, made last year, to 
maintain Canada in first 
place on its list of wheat sup¬ 
pliers. 

“They have honored their 
commitment perfectly, and 
Mr. Pai repeated it today.” 
said Pepin. 


Critical 
Fencing 
For Oil 


BEIT MERI, Lebanon (AP) 
— Top level talks aimed at 
averting a threatened interna¬ 
tional oil crisis began Satur¬ 
day among 10 major oil com¬ 
panies and five Arab coun¬ 
tries that demand a share in 
their operations. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Ahmed Zaki Yamanl, repre¬ 
senting the five Arab coun¬ 
tries, said: hope there will 

be a breakthrou^ but it is in 
the hands of the oil compa¬ 
nies.” 

Executives of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey, Texaco and 
Shell will represent the oil 
companies at the first session 
in this hill-top resort 12 miles 
east of Beirut, Yamani said. 

Discussions over how to 
compensate the oil companies 
for a 20-per-cent share in 
their operations have been 
deadlocked since last March 
when the companies agreen in 
principle to the question of 
“participation” by govern¬ 
ments. 

Sources close to Yamani 
said he is prepared to call an 
emergency meeting of the Or¬ 
ganization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries in mid-Sep¬ 
tember to assess the situation.

Dieppe Cheers Raiders

DIEPPE,. Franc* (CP) — 
To th« lurpriM and elation n( 
many Canadiana, Uicauand* 
al DIeppoia broke into eponta- 
nrout applauae aa aurWvoni 
of tJhe 1942 Dieppe raid 
marched ttiroutth the atreeta 
Saturday to mark the 3mh an- 
niveraary of that daring aa- 
aauU. 

The crowda which “Seemed 
small early In the day sudden¬ 
ly swelled under a bright sun, 
clngginc ENeppe’a traffic and 
bringing despair to police try¬ 
ing to control the processions 
from the war cemetery to the 
beaches. 

Canadian veterans aftaiia 
ministen Arthur I.alng set the 
lone for the remembrance 
when he declared at the 
wreath-filled cemetery that 
those who,had died at Dieppe 
had not died In vain. Hia eul¬ 
ogy was echoed by French Af¬ 
fairs Minister Andre Bord. 

"But the Mveii that were Joet 
on that day taved thouaand<; 
of othen. That, in the con¬ 
troversy that followed the 
raid was never chailenRed/’ 
l-eain^ said. 

About 600 Canadians, in¬ 
cluding about 100 decoratAl 
survivors, participated in this 
anniversary. An equal 
number of Dieppe residents 
.were at Friday night’s vigil 
which preceded the day of re¬ 
membrance. 

Friday townsmen in 

black tarns broke out their 
local flags which, incidental¬ 
ly, included one representing 
the British Legion, and began 
their lines of vigil at the cem¬ 


etery before the stone of re¬ 
membrance. 

As the local drum and bugle 
band called an n)d to the 
period of silent prayer the 
line of those facing the monu- 
menui stone fell back to be 
replaced by another. 

Wreaths for each regiment I 
and unit which participated in ; 
that nine-hour asfwuit were 
carefully placed at the base of 
the cross of sacrifice guarded 
by four Canadian sentries. 

A Canadian Hercules plane 
•wept over the beeches drop¬ 
ping thousands of {toppies 
which fell into the harbor. 

From Canada Square, the 
cortege proceeded through the 
heavy traffic to the centred 
beach to place more wreattw 
at a memra*ial to Les Fus- 
lieres Mont Royal and the 
Royal Hamilton Light In¬ 
fantry. 

Then came the big para^ 
through the streets to the city 
hall where the Canadians 
were greeted by M»yor Jrente 
Bourgois. 

Before that day ended the 
visitors moved to each of the 
memorials and cairns erected 
to the memory of other Cana¬ 
dian units and regiments 
along the beach from Pourvllle 
to Buys. A new memorial was 
unveiled for the South Saskat¬ 
chewan Regiment, headed by 
Col. Cec Merritt, the Victoria 
Croas winner. Others mark the 


participation of the Royal 
Regiment of Canada, the 
Toronto Scottish, the Black 
Watch, the Queen's Own Ca¬ 
meron Highlanders, the Essex 
Scottish and other units. 

The stirvivors return tp 
Canada. Tuesday after making 


further pilgrimage to 
Runymede and Broerfewood 
cemeteries near London to 
pay homage to those 
comrades who escaped the de¬ 
vastating German fire of 
Dieppe only to die of their 
wounds in England.

The thought of hiking (on foot) into the wilderness, with no more than you con 
carry on your back, tends to scare the middle-age seeker of peace and tranquility. 
However, with a little practice an a lot of thought, it can be one of 
the most enjoyable of vacations. 


BACKPACK

HAPPINESS 


There is a special joy 
and a feeling of accom¬ 
plishment in the finding 
of an alpine meadow, a 
secluded lake or a pre- 
yiously unknown water¬ 
fall. The freedom of 
comfort found at a camp¬ 
fire, tossing hot baking 
powder biscuits, from 
hand <o hand, cannot be 
foi'^d in the aluminum-^' 
enclosure of a mobile 
home.

The chance meeting of anoth«* 
traveller can be a unioii of kindred 
•ouls rather than the cold rebuff of a 
private campaite. Happiness takes 
on a new, uncluttered dhnension and 
we revel in the fact that for a 
ment we are again creatures of na> 
ture. 

Today's youth — late high school 
and university — have returned to 
this mode of travel and hav'e jour* 
neyed witti sleeinng bag and back¬ 
pack to the far comers of the earth. 
They know how to dress, the rudi¬ 
ments of first aid, how to light a fire 
OT a rainy day end a hundred and 
one things that are no nxxv tha n 
applied commcAsense.^ 

Unfortunately, there are many 
ways to get into the so-called out*<^> 
doors, without leaving behind the 
comforts of twentieth century living, 
Dnve-it-yourseK, self-contained mo¬ 
bile homes; hot and ccdd running 
water. TV and radio, short and long 
wave, citizens band and FM, infra 
red ovens, air conditioning, etc., 
campers and tent-trailers ^t the 
highways and by-ways, not to men¬ 
tion houseboats, and th^ that fly to 
the remote areas of the province. 

Park Rangers keep your personal 
900 square feet of Canadian wnld^- 
hess neat and clean. Paper boys 
deliver the rooming paper and in 
some 2 Lreas, the and egg mao 
^akes daily delivey«. Of course — 
all you have accomplished is to have 
moved from a permanent sub¬ 
division to a mobile encampment. 

To get’ started on backpacking I 
am not about to suggest that yon go 
directly to your nearest sporting 
goods store and outfit yourself with 
file latest of camping equipment. 

Far from it! The first thing to do 
is 'get out and walk." Walk to the 
office, to the store, to the library to 
get those books on hiking and camp¬ 
ing. Take the family on local excur¬ 
sions on the weekend. Visit local 
parks and seashores. Drive out. into 
the country, lock your car and walk. 

Keep your eyes open there 
may be points of interest that you 
have not seen from die comfort of 
your car seat:* Small birds, architec¬ 
tural design, or perhaps you will dis¬ 
cover a quaint little store that you 
have never noticed before. Don't 
stroll — stride — push yourself a bit 
and you will find yourself enjoying 
the w alk. 
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A month of this and not only will 
your sense of perception improve 
but you will have done a wortd of 
good for your lungs and leg muscles. 

There are many things to learn 
before you venture out into the 
wilds, but first, I would like to ac¬ 
quaint you with a few of the places 
on Vancouver Island that are a\*ail- 
able to hikers only. 

The Nitinat Triangle, part of the 
ever popular West Coast Trail, 
(Shipwie^ Trail) is an interesting 
and educational three-day hike. 
Fresh wa ter swimming and fishing, 
the clean, fresh air of the Pacific, 
not to mention the ever-changing 
ocean and bits of flotsam and jet¬ 
sam are yours, free lor the taking. 
The complete west Coast trail. Port 
Renfrew to Bamfield, is difficult and 
is recommended for experioM^ 
hikers only. Fc^bidden Plateau, the 
Comox Glacier and Della Falls are a 
few more of the advanced hiking 
trips that are not recomroefided for 
novice hikers. 

There are many riven, parks 
and trails that are kept in good con¬ 
dition for novice and semi-ex¬ 
perienced hikers. These are too nu¬ 


merous to mention in detail, but are 
found near and about all the parks 
and campsites on the Island. Beacon 
Hin Park can be a good i^ace to 
start. Or bow about Goldstream 
Park — with its old g<rfd mines and 
placer diggings. There is buried 
treasure at Leechtown — peihaps 
you could plan j'oup own treasure 
hunt? There are so many wtmderful 
places to explore that -it's a shame 
to stay at home and miss them. 

As I said earlier; *T>o not rush 
out to buy a complete outfit." If 
there is a hiking organization near 
you. check with fiiem regarding <me- 
day hikes. For a nominal fee, you 
can join their club and get valuable 
assistance regarding the many dif¬ 
ferent types of equipment available. 

Your first purchase should be 
boots, woolen and a haversack 

or day-pack. The boots should be of 
good construction and'not more than 
12 inches high. Hi£^ boots tend to 
bind the muscles ^ the leg. Socks 
should be of high grade wo(^, and do 
wear a pair cotton socks under- 
aeath them. The dayrpack may be

either an over-the-shouider bag « a 
■nail backpack. 

There are many areas 'wfaoe ooe 
can enjoy a one-day hike. One of'my 
favorites is trom Wickaninnish Inn 
to Schooner Bay in the Pacific Rim 
Natiooal Paric (Long Beach). R is 
an easy hike and one that is full of 
interest. You foQow the sea coast on 
hardi>acked sand and as the tide 
varies, so does the sea life that Uves 
at its’s edge* Small birds race in 
and out of w eddying w’ater and 
watch as I might. 1 have yH to aee 
one of them get in over his depth. 
Great logs lay buried about like 
match sticks wxl sea-sculptured 
dr i f t wood, lies about in great atmn- 
dance. 

Don't worrv about the youngsten 
(except for very young). I recall 
* a hike that I made at Manning Pait 
some years ago. I had driven to the 
kxdcout and from there, via a foui^ 
wheel drive jeep road, I hiked up to 
the Alpine m e o d ow a. 1 was sitting 
there, enjoying a sandwich and cof- 
(as well as the view) when I n>et 
an energetic seven-year-cM. She had 
nm ahead of her parents, who wtf* 
still laboring tq> the hilL 

I have hiked to Smugglers’ Cove 


on the Digby Neck and at Peggy’s 
Cove (both in Noia Scotia) and 
along part of the Cabot Trail in 
Cape Bretai. (Never make the mis¬ 
take of referring to Cape Breton as 
being part of Nova Sc^a.) I have 
hiked in Great Britain. Europe, the 
Far East, North and South America 
and in many parts of the United 
States. I realize that the above has 
nothing to do with Vancouver Island i < 
and I point them out to show that ’ 
there is always a hUl for a hiker to 
climb, to see what is on the other 
aide. 

There is a knack to hiking. Keep 
a steady pace but do not huny. Rest 
for 10 minutes out of each hour — it 
will pay off at the end of a long 
day’s hike. If you are thirsty, sip 
water, ne^’er gulp or over indulge — 
water caq cause stomach cramps. . 
Tighten the toplaces of your boots 
bef<^ starting downhill. Carry ad¬ 
hesive bandages, and remember, 
these should be applied before the 
blister forms. 

Buy a good compass. Mine has a 
lighting de\1oe on it so that I caa 


plot traverses. Buy toiograiphical 
maps of toe areas that you wldi to 
hike in and Team to read them. S 
you are not familiar in map reading, 
there is a very good chapter on the 
subject, in the booklet Elesoeatorj 
Geology, Applied to Proapeettag 
available from the department ef 
mines and petroleum resources. 
toria, B.C. 

A small axe, not a hatchet, with 
a suitable blade guard should bt 
purchase and you are ready lor 
your first hike. One last thing, if yo« 
are going alone (one family! always 
let ^ friend know where you arc 
going and for heavens's sake gc 
there — don’t change your mind. ♦ 

By this time you should be readf 
to try an over^nighter by yourself 
(one family) carrying your own 
equipment. You should have (by this 
time) tested out your tent and slee^ 
tng bags in the back yard or at a 
nearby camping ground. Your boots 
tovMild be broken-in by now and 
you should be proficient at map 
reading. 

Perhaps ^<?) I should mentSon 
tost toere are several ways that you 
can get into the wilderness, witoout 
packing everything yourselL 

You can join a duh and 1^ pr> 
fessionals with i>ack horses, to pack 
in your gear and set up the 
camp. They will provide the food* 
do the cooking apd ev en do duty' as 
betbysitters. You can hire an indi\i^ 
ual guide for you and }'our family, 
and there are outfitters, advertised 
in the national magazines that wft 
fly you ix^D the wilderness. Howev¬ 
er, you wtM foae the satisfactioti that 
comes with doing it yxHirself. 

Do not plan too long a trip f<« the 
first time out £i^ to ten miles 
ahoukl do (five miles if smafl chil¬ 
dren accompany you). Find oat 
everything that you can about tha 
area in question, perhaps there is as 
old cabin that you can use, or intsa* 
esting aide trips that are ofd^ k 
abort distance off the main trafl. 
Make out a menu and mark wideb 
meal each package is for. There are 
marqr dehydrated meals avafiatdk 
Powdered milk, toa and instant cof¬ 
fee should be re-packed into plastie 
bags. Powdered eggs can be tasty 
and there arc man>' of instant 

or pre-cooked breakfast foods on the 
market. Pack and re-pack your 
backpack several times, putting the 
articles that you want first, in last 
Don’t forget the personal things, 
changes of clothing,' insect repell^ 
etc. and little odds and ends that 
vary from family to family. 

What do you do on a hike? How 
about bird watching, f'hotography, 
aketohing, rock hxjmiing? Practise 
up your old songs, it’s surprising 
how a song lightens the weight and 
who knows y'ou might discoN'er to¬ 
other Partridge Family! 

You <wily get what you pay for li 
an old and still valid cliche. 

The sleeping bag industry haa 
provided, an array of bags that n» 
the gMTiut from oi-namental to 
above average in Arctic wreathe*. 
Pure goose, down or Fortrel-Dacroo, 
nylon cover or cotton, box shape, 
barrel or mummy — you name fl 
and you can get it. 

Tte secret to sleeping bags b to 
understandii^ what you want A for. 
For summer camping a three-pound 
Fortrel-Dacron is excellent, but yon 
might find it a bit cvio* for ear^f 
spring or late fall. For w inter

Ranching in an attic ? Yes, in¬ 
deed. And in basements,spare 
rooms, garages, in almost anything 
with a roof on top. Chinchilla 
ranchers have been doing it for 
years. 

In fact, would you believe Gor¬ 
don and Loreen Boyd out at 806 
Stanehill Place, Victoria, actually 
f started up their chinchilla ranch 
in an 8-foot by 10-foot bird aviary? 
Now that should eriempUfy "any¬ 
thing with a roof on top." 

Hiree yean ago when the Boyds decided to 
venture into the chinchilla business, the aviary, 
was already on their hcMne imperty. So they sim¬ 
ply retained the shingle rooC, sheeted the wire 
walls, insulated, hivested in some whitewash, 
poured a oement floor, installed a fan, and they 
were in busineas ^with a fine herd of eight 
animals. Today they have about 100 bead, and a 
larger accommodation. 

Gordon's original motive for raising chinchil< 
las was his view of retirement from the navy 
within a few years time. He knew it would take 
time, like in all types of ranching, to build up top- 
quality so^ Z aW takes learning; a vast^ 
amount of learning. (I know, because I, the writ* 
tf, have raised chinchillas, too.) Once a month, 
•hinchilla breeders from all across Vancouver 
Island meet at mid-point Nanaimo to discuss and 
share new techniQues, experiences, and knowl¬ 
edge in general on this fascinating little creature 
from South America. 

Chinchillas are fascinating; in character, and 
in history. I find them almost human-like in flieir 
ways. They are friendly, lovable, curious, jealous, 
suspicious, ax>d they actually possess individual 
personalities and individual facial features. 

The plain-lookers are usually shy, polite, and 
most appreciative. The sharp-k>okers are sharp! 
They live for today because rightfully so there 
may be no tomorrow. They're real exhibi- 
tionlstst; bold, rude, disrespectful, full of the 
devil. Although not vicious, they do bite, ^ and 
they spit, and throw temper tantrums, toss food 
out of their cages, dump flielr water bottles 
(which are usually pop bottles), and yet. one can¬ 
not but admire their sptaik and indinduality. 

To further stress this individualism, I recall 
wie particular animal we had named Floppy. 
With one ear perked proudly up while the other 
just flopped, and although she was very clever, 
a true beauty, and had pereonality plus —^ she 
was the tramp of our garage. A real flooey. 

Even on the night her first babies were bom, 
she had been more concerned in luring some pas¬ 
sionate male into her cage than in assuming the 
responsibilities of a mother. Consequerftly, when I 
fouTKl her babies in the nest box, there were just 
three stiff forms covered with blood; each about 
three inches long, full grown whiskers, teeth, tail ^ 
and closed eyelids. No squeak, no stir, no heart¬ 
beat. no anything. 1 

I rushed them into the house and began dip¬ 
ping them In and out a jar filled with warm 
water. Within a few hours, they were three balls 
of fluff scampering around the rug. I took them 
back to F^ppy, and scolded her furiously. Ap- 
pcuently she got ti>e message because she settled 
light down and became a top notch mother. 

Chinchilla gestation period is 111 days; an

average litter is two or three (they wel^t about 
one and one-half ounces at birth); and their life 
spcm is about 15 years. Stafictly vegetarians, their 
diet consists mainly timothy or oifalfo hay, 
oommercially produced feed pellets, grass clip¬ 
pings and assorted greens. Nocturnal, they sleep 
all day and play all night 

Their fur has ttiree distinctive ^ades: a band 
of deep slate-blue next to the skin; then a wide 
range tones from blue-grey to snow white; and 
then a veil oi cool icy blue which is the surface 
fur. Because each single hair divides into 70 to 80 
different strands as it emerges from the skin, 
chinchilla fur cannot be imitated successfully. It 
is so soft that the human hand is not sensitive 
enough to feel it at first touch, and it is so light 
that one yard of chinchilla weigh* no more than 
one yard of silk. 

How these delicate creatures ever survived 
during the prehistoric ages is beyond me. They 
must have been much tougher than they are 
today. It is believed that the chinchilla we kzMsw

is smaller in size but a direct descendant from 
large chinchilla-like animals called megamys 
vdiich were roaming around in the Andes Moun¬ 
tains even before the dawn of man. Such remains 
have been found in the Permian deposits of the 
Argentine. They even survived the ice age tiiat 
changed their natural tropical habitat Into a con¬ 
tinent of bleak ice and rock, leaving them ex¬ 
tremely sparse vegetation to live on. 

Although chinchilla fur was being used by tiw 
pre-lncait races at about the same time as the an¬ 
cient Egyptians were building their pyramids, it 
was not until the early 15005 when the Spaniards 
went into South America that the existence M 
chinchilla was made known outside of the Andes. 
The Spaniards discovered that the Chincha In¬ 
dians living in this cold mountainous area were 
keeping themselves exceptionally warm wrapped 
in garments of unfamiliar fur: It was the Span¬ 
iards who named the bearer of this fur chinchilla 
after the Indians, which means little Chincha, and 
it is believed that Queen Isabella who was zuling 
, Spain at the time was the first possessor of a 
chinchilla coat 

According to an old legend, a Spanish captain 
and his troops had be^ sent to South America to 
'exact tribute for their crown. The captain was so 
impressed with this exotic fur that be traded 
some of his collected valuables wdth an old chief¬ 
tain for a chinchilla robe, hut the timo 

came for him to return to Spain, he was without 


sufficient tribute. Fearing he would be 
into prison or executed, be kept what treasuraq 
he had, sent the robe by messenger to hit Quee^ 
and went into hiding. 

But when the Queen received the substitute^ 
gift, she was so pleased that the captain was in^ 
mediately reinstated. 

And then tt started. 

Chinchilla became exclusively the fur of Ehw 
ropean royalty. It even became unlawful for • 
commoner to wear it By the latter part of tbq 
19Ch c^tury millions of skins had been exported* 
The peak year was 1899 when nearly a halt 
million pelts were shipped from Chile alone. 

But by 1914 the c . .hilla had almost beefl • 
annihilated. To avoid complete extinction, thn 
South American governments imposed a ban <m 
trapping and exporting. They issued permits onlji 
for propagating the animals in captivity. In thn 
early 1920 b a few chinchilla farms were set up as 
government administered stations. 

Today the diinchilla industry is centred !■ 
Canada and the United States— thanks to the en¬ 
deavors of one American mining engineer, Matt^ 
ias F. Chapman. While Mr. Chapman was worlw 
ing for the AnaccxKla Copper Company in Chiln 
some 50 years ago. he became so intrigued with 
this South American rodent that he deckled tm 
**soinebow’' introduce it to Sorth America. 

For tour years he bad 23 trappers trying Id 
eatcfa live chinchillas for him. They caught onls 
17. This was in 1922. After a great deal of negotia¬ 
tion with the rhiW»a p govemmerd. Chapman final* 
ly received a permit to expotX 11 animals, threw 
females and eight males. 

i^parentiy his trip back to the United Stateq 
on a Japanese freightor was a real nightmare* 
Knowing the animals might perish while passing 
through the equatorial zone,- Chapman requested 
permission to keep foem in his stateroom so that 
be could personally attend them. The captala 
refused. But with the help of friends, they werw 
smuggled in anyhow. After the ship bad sailed* 
Chapman informed the captain accordingly and 
tfaieatened to sue the ship line if he received ang 
further obstruction. 

Although bit. bad put ice compartments intd 
each cage, the precautkxi was not sufficient. Dan 
and night be wrapped the animals in towels 
wrung from ice cold water. But even jhis process 
did not prevent the heat from having its effect* 
When they finally arrived in San Pedro, Califor* 
nia, in February 1923, the animals had lost all o( 
their fur; and one bad died. But there w«ne still 
n, Histoiy had been made! A chinchilla had beew 
bom in the northern hemisphere. 

It was <Mily the beginning for this determined 
engineer. He first had to keep the animals in¬ 
doors until they had regrown their fur, and then 
be had to figure out how to get them fuUjI 
acclimatized. Before they would even start ta 
reproduce, satisfactory housing had to be consid* 
ered plus an adequate diet. Eventually when his 
herd reached about 100 bead, some rustler ran off 
with about 32 of them. 

However, the chinchilla Industry in Nortfl 
America began ifl^l923 with 11 bald animals* 
Today tl^re are hundreds of thousands in exis¬ 
tence here. Ranches are continuously springing 
up everywdiere and anywhere, some in attics* 
some in garages. 

Anyone interested in pursuing this exotis 
but relatively new enterprise should first contact 
the department of agriculture for advice and fu^ 
ti>er particulars. 
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In its 126 years as a naval establishment, Escjuimalt, with its sister port, Victoria, 
has not been subjected to bombardment by hostile ships, nor, has it been forced 
to fire, in anger, any of the many weapons which ringed the area. Yet, it has been 
41 haven for warships of many nations which, in wartime, have seen much action, 
inflicting heavy damage on their adversaries, and, in some cases, 

(; suffering tragic consequences themselves.

At the top of the list of 
ihocking reverses stands 
the frightful loss of HMS 
Hood. This mightiest of 
warships visited Victoria 
in the fall of 1924. She 
missed engagements in 
the First World War 
simply because her build¬ 
ers had not delivered her 
before the Armistice was 
announced. 

The British Government was in- 
•rdinately proud, and. justifiably so, 
of this massive piece of fighting 
equipment and decided to show het 
off to the world, at the same time, 
showing the flag, meaning, Britein- 
Bia still ruled the waves. 

The Royal Navy put together a 
Beet, v^hich carried the all-emhrao, 
title of T^e Empire Squadrcm. 
It embraced, alcMig with the Hood, 
the battle cruiser' Repulse and four 
bght cruisers, Delhi. Dauntless, 
Dragon and Danae and, to give it a 
touch of Empire, it included the 
Australian cruiser. Adelaide. 

This fleet used all berdis at 
Ogden Point and for the only time, 
because it was the only place wiiere 
tills could be done, Ho^ and Re< 
pulse docked side-by>8ide. The four 
cruisers tied up at berths on the 
other side of the docks. 

Plenty of Victorians wiH recall 
ti»is memorable visit and of their 
great pride and satisfaction in walk» 
Ing the decks of the Hood. This inax> 
of-war was 867 feet seven inches 
long, with a beam of 102 feet. She 
cost $35 million to build and 
$2,750,000 a year to maintain. Her 
tennage was 47,000 tons and her 38 
boilers developed 157,000 horsepower 
•nd drove her at a speed of better 
than 35 knoC^. a feat which is just as 
mbelievable today as it was in the 
1920s. The 4.000 tons of oil ^e car^ 
rted ensured a long cruising range 
and she had tanks for 1,000 tons of 
water, whidi works out at 268,000 
gallons. 

Hood's main armament was 
made up of eight 15-inch guns, each 
cf which was 60 feet kmg and 
weighed 100 tons. These guns could 
burl a l.mpound sheU 20 miles, 
which required 400 pounds of cordite 
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to provide the required thrust. Each 
shot cost $1,600 and two rounds 
could be fired each minute. Muzzle 
velocity was 2,600 feet a second. 

Everything about Hood was cm a 
gargantuan scale. Even her anchors 
weighed nine-and-a-half tons and her 
bakery could turn ouC 1,600 loaves 
each day. ♦ 

Tliis amazing vessel cruised the 
oceans for almost 20 years and it 
looked as though she would never 
see action. I recall a qixjte frcnn a 
story I wrote about her, as follows: 
“She may go to the boneyard with¬ 
out firing a shot in actuiU warfare, 
but, in case she does, those guns,

wiB^ no doubt, spell victory for the 
British Empire.** 

To the horror of not only VktcHi- 
ans, but to everyone in the OcMnmotv 
we^th, and our Allies, Hocxl did get 
the chance to discharge the purpose 
for which she was built, but a lucky 
shot pierced a magazine and she 
blew up with the loss of all but two 
of her huge complement 

Early in May, 1940, the German 
battleship Bismarck slipped from 
German waters into the North At¬ 
lantic to prey upon Allied shipping. 
Brit£Lin had deployed her naval 
forces for such an eventuality but no 
cme suspected that, should Hood con¬ 
tact Bismarck, Britain’s mi^itiest 
wguld not be a match for the best of 
the German fleet. They met on May 
24. while here in Victoria we were 
beading our May 24 celebrations. 


*Ihe Hood and Bismarck opened 
fire at close to their maximum 
range and one-ton shells were going 
both ways at super-sonic speeds. 
Both ships were hit but Hood's 
wound proved fatal emd her remains 
BOW rust in debp Arctic waters. 

News of Hood's sinking aroused a 
storm of cries for immediate re¬ 
venge and. Churchill, who had taken 
over Britain's government ttie year 
Iw«v1ou8. was really “under the 
gun.’’ WRhia three days the po’fog 
eyes of navafl aircraft picked up Bis¬ 
marck and Royal Navy wmeentrat- 
so much power tiiat the pride of 
Germany’s navy was cut ofi from 
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reaching safety in a French ixwt, 
and was sent to the bottom to join 
Hood in Davy jenes' locker. 

A similar fate was in store for 
Repulse, which had' been Hood’s 
companion on the world cruise 
(rf the Empire Squadron, but it was 
aircraft alone, which sent her to her 
doom. 

Repulse was at Singapore, with 
the battleship Prince of Wales, when 
Japan hit Peairi Harbor and. with 
lightning speed, sent her forces 
scampering ail over, the China coast, 
the Philippines and Malaysia. When 
Hong Kong was seriously threatened 
within a few days, Churchill hoped 
to strengthen the forces there by 
despatching Repulse and Prince of 
Wales at full speed from Singapore. 
He, like many of the old school. Wt 
•hipa o( this type could fight their 
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way out of tight comers without tup- 
port of escort ships or aircraft and 
be did not af^reciate the striking 
power land based aircraft, bi 
fact, no one had any knowledge eC 
the suicidal tactics of the Japanese 
kamikaze pilots, who made humaa 
torpedoes of themselves. 

On Dec. 10, only three days after 
Pearl Harbor, the two Royal Navy’s 
powerful ships, were jumped for 
Japanese torpedo planes. Like ho> 
nets they flew dead-on. dumping 
their bombs and torpedoes and, in 
some cases, crashing into the ships. 
It was soon over and the world 
learned, once more, of the devastat¬ 
ing power of a new weap- n in naval 
warfare, the aircraft, land-based, or 
launched from carriers. 

Tbe United States benefited 
greatly frum this discovery and for 
their victories over the Japs in the 
Pacific, they used carriers, escorted 
by Inttieships. cniisers, submarioen 
and dest;x>yers. 

The most important visitor to 
Victoria in the 1930s was President 
Franklin Roosevelt, accompanied by 
his wife, Eleanor, and son, JamoL 
He came here for a meeting of tba 
Joint Defence Oommittee. which In¬ 
cluded Canadian and United Stater 
pt^tkal and mOitary figures. They 
reviewed the defenses of the two 
countries, especially the Canadian 
part, and outlined- strategy, whidi 
would result in new fortifications ca 
Vancouver Island. 

Roose\"elt arrived here Oct. X 
1937, in the U.S. iBestroyer Phelpn 
and was escorted t>y the destroyer 
Porter. Both these ships were to bt 
involved in action ^thin four years. 
Porter had put to oea just two days 
before the attack <Bi Pearl Harbor. 
In the action at Guadalcanal. Porter 
was torpedoed by a Jap submarine 
and, after the crew had abandoned 
ship, she was sunk by gunfire. She 
earned one battle star. 

Phelps, however, had a more ad¬ 
venturous time and survived many 
engagem^ts, receiving 12 battle 
stars. She was in Pearl Harbor on 
the Day of Infamy and sh<^ down 
one of the Japanese bombers. She 
aided the carrier Lexington in the 
New Guinea operations and. in tiie 
Battle of the Coral Sea, when tito 
Lexington was disabled and might 
have been captured, Phelps fired 
tcapedoes into ber and sent her to 
the bottom. 

After Phefos had sur\ived the fay 
tensive actions at Midway and Gua¬ 
dalcanal she was withdrawn and ate 
signed to the supporting naval force, 
which would esc^ a joint Canadian 
and United States expedifioo ste 
s^'nied to clean out the Japanese 
forces on Ki^a, Attu and otiwr

Aleutian Islands. The Canadian ex* 
pedition was assembled at Nanaimo. 

Phelps then returned to action 
with the main UJ5. fleet driving its 
vay north, island by island, towards 
te liberatioo of the Phitippines. 
Being a versatile craft, with top 
apeed in excess cd 37 knots, Pheatps 
was withdrawn from the Pacific and 
employed on convoy escort voyages 
to the Mediterranean in 1945. after 
which she was deoommissi<Mied and 
scrapped in 1947. 

Another VS. warship which at¬ 
tracted a lot of attention here was 
fhs battleship Pennsylvania, n.400 
tons, which participated in the Navy 
Week celebrations in the 193Ds. She 
was the first warship to be seen 
here with a oatapult for launchir^ 
aircraft. I remember her as a “dry 
ship,” it being the days of prohibi- 
tSon in the U.S. Navy, and, at the 
parties aboard, the punch was never 
“■piked.** I recaU one very happy 
evening n*hen a gay party, in farmed 
duds, danced on the ample after 
deck, wdiich was covei^ with 
canvas, but the aides were open as 
toe evening was warm. 

We were all impressed with Ihe 
WMBSive 8iK*er plate, presented to 
toe ship by the state of Pmnsyl- 
rania. The punch bowd was so large 
a small man could have taken a 
bath in it. When we were building 
warships here during the Second 
World War it was the practice of a 
•ity, after wdiich a vessel was 
warned. to make a presentatkm to 
toe ship. usuaHy a washing ma- 
ehine. I remember making a presen¬ 
tation on the commissioning of the 
frigate Beacon Hill. It was a picture 
of Beacon Hill Park and I presented 
R to Commander Ted Simmons, a 
Victoria boy who wcm^ decorations 
lor being one -of our best U-boat 
killers. The frigate had to be named 
Beacon Hill because Royad Navy 
traihtion said there could be no Vic> 
toria, as there was already <me in 
toe mother fleet. 

Pennsylvania racked up an 
Impressive record in the Second 
World War and received eight battle 
•tars. She was in drydock in Pearl 
Hazhor when the Japs arrived and 
toe w*as struck by a 500>pound frag¬ 
mentation bomb. Her crew opened 
fire and kept the planes from tor¬ 
pedoing the cassion of the drydock. 
which, if breached would have 
created a tragedy. In this action a 
Japanese bomb knocked out one of 
toe live-inch guns ^md killed its 
crew. The battleship limped to San 
fYancisco for repairs, then rejoined 
toe fleet to participate in the Alaska 
Expedition, as flagship. 

In this engagement she Just 
■utased being torpedoed by a Japa¬ 
nese sub. An alert obser\'er in an 
alreraft spotted the wake of the tor- 
»«k>. informed captain of the Penn- 
•yftrania who hurried the ship into a 
*w>t turn. It was a narrow miss. 

Pennavlvanla returned to the 


South Pacific to serve as flagship 
for toe Ftfth Amphibian Force. Dur- 
zr^ action at the Gilbezt Islands an¬ 
other toepedo came towards her azal 
in makii^ a tum to port of 90 de¬ 
grees she collided with the high 
iH>eed transport Talbot, both suffer¬ 
ing damage. After fighting at Guam 
ahe wtu at anchor when a lone Jap 
torpedo plane, undetected, roared in 
and scored a dirett hit well aft, 
opening a large hole and killing 20 
seamen. Pennsylvania was beached 
and a huge steel patch was welded 
over the bole. Refloated she was or¬ 
dered, under escort^ to proceed to 
Breinerton, the naval base near 
Seattie. 

It was a touto-and-go voyage, 
especially when her No. 3 propeDor 
shaft carried away. Divers were 
. sent over the side to cut through it. 
dropping shaft and propeDor into the 
sea. When Pennsylvania reached 
safety only one of her four prqpel- 
lors was turning over. 

Pennsylvania, which had been 
commissioned in 1916, and was uzz- 
able to participate in the First 
World War, because she was an 
early oU-bumer and tankers could 
not be spared to supply her, was 
nearing the end of her days and was 
assigned to the atomic tests at Bi¬ 
kini in the Marshal Islands in July, 
1346. the target ship. She rode at 
Anchor in the beautiful lagoon when 
the bomb exploded and remained 
there for two years while scientists 
conducted their extensive research. 
On February, 1948, she was scuttled 
in the lagoon and now rests there. 

Another warship which drew 
much attention teom Iflclorians in 
the Second World War was HM5 
Caradoc. A First World War relic 
she bad been pressed into action at 
the outbreak of the Second Worid 
War and served in toe North Sea. 
where, in scHne hectic action, in sup¬ 
port of a carrier, her aging engines, 
broke d- -wn. She was ordered to 
make a leisurely cruise around Cspe 
Horn to Esquimalt, where she was 
to be re-engined. 

Caradoc spent some montos here 
and her officers and crew were 
royaUy entertained. When H came 
time for her to undergo her tests at 
sea. I was invited to go klong and I 
recall a ocxrversation, on the bridge, 
with her captain, whose name was 
Cook. 

It concerned the difference in 
rates of pay for fighting in the Brit¬ 
ish and Canadian forces. Officers 
and men on Caradoc had had their 
first contact with thds while at Es- 
quhnatt and Cook couldn't under^ 
stand, why be. a commander of a 
fighting sk^ should be getting much 
less Chan the c^itain who was in 
charge of the docky ar d at Esqui- 
matt. This. I remind you, was befm 
Canada’s navy had developed such 
an jnfnri ng array of '’brass hate,** 
which inckided nuny a dndra h. 


commodores and captains, not to 
mention toe great array ot oom- 
manden. 

I reminded Capt. Cook t|>at this 
wage disparag e ment had caused 
much resentment in the First Worid 
War. The British buck privaCss, 
whom we called “limeys” or 
“Jocks”, received a shilling a day 
whale we Canadians, whom the Brit¬ 
ish called, affectionately, “bkxxly 
colonials.** were paid $1.10 a day for 
doing toe same job. I sugg^ed 
that, one way to stop all wars, would 
be to pay the fighting men salaries 
of at least 35,000 a year, wito hcAi- 
days and overCkne the same as 
the civilians enjoy. 

By this time we were heading 
close-to WiDiam Head and it seemed 
that Caradoc was getting too close 
to the inside ot Race Rocks. At flood 
tides tugboats and smaBer craft 
were in toe hsCat of cutting the 
eoroer and using an 'nfttde 
but never a big ship. 

I mentioned this to C^. Cook and 
he replied; "They toM me aU shout 
that when I first came out but ww’re* 
going through.** 

’The navigator moved quSckty on 
the bridge, <Mtlered se\’eral course 
changes and through we w«at. and, 
at a faiity good sp e ed. 

Caradoc eventualiy returned to 
En^and and did convoy wmic. 

One bright Sunday morning Vic¬ 
toria buzzed with exestement over a 
grapevine report thM a large Royal ^ 
Naiy ship had ditjpped anchor in 
Royal Roads. Before long all roads 
leading there w ere crammed with 
ears and headlands and the Lagoon 
were blad^ with pec(^, curious to 
know what' this stra j i ge vessel was 
here for. The news blackout was 
maintained but it wasn’t long before 
tt wras learned that toe sf^ was 
HMS Warspite, a battleship, which 
had been engaged in the tattle 
Cape Matapan in the Mediterranean 
against the ItaHan navy. 

Warspite was to seric sanctuary 
and repairsvin the Bremerton dock¬ 
yard, where one of her compart¬ 
ments, which had been flooded fol¬ 
lowing a fire caused by an Italian 
shell, would be opened to take out 
toe bodies of 72 seamen, whose lives 
had to be sacrificed to save the ship. 

Warspite was a familiar name to 
Vict£»ians as a pr^ ious ship which 
bore that honor^ name, been 
stationed at Esquinzalt twice, during 
the da>-s when the Rqy^ Navy * 
(H>erated the base. Her first commis¬ 
sion was in 1890-91 and the second in 
1899-1908. During the second com- 
imssibn Warspite aground and 
suffered c<HisideraU< damage. Part 
of her twisted keel was removed and 
Dow>esfs beside toe Oanese beti in 
Beacon HiK Park. 

Another interesting rialter was 
HkS Kent, which arrived here on 
May 34, 1915, Co r o fr o e h her crew 


sod have repairs done alter teeo vie* 
torious enga gements against tb« 
Geisnan fleet. 

Kent was a Hght cruiser, wtaieM 
acted as gate toip at the FaRdand 
Islazris, in the South Atlaiirie, lev 
Admiral Sturdee squadron, w hfa li 
had been assembled to knock out ton 
German squadron, under the direo* 
tion of Admiral Von Spee. On De« 
cember 8, 1914, Kent’s obser\’ers ra* 
ported smoke on toe horizon, ton 
Germans expecting no oppositton in 
taking over the Faldands wem 
bending there for rest, repairs and 
provisions. Sturdee turned loose fate 
two battle cruisers and supporting 
cTuiserB and a ruining fight ensued^ 
Kent was paired off with the Num- 
burg and, after a long running baW 
tie, sent her to toe bottcKn. Von 
Spee’s other ships were also sung 
and the sea lanes rid of troublesomn 
raiders. 

The German cruiser Dresden was 
still unaccounted for and Kent wan 
seid around Cape Horn to seek her. 
Kent picked her up oB Juan Ferdan- 
des and, in a brief eogagement, sent 
ber to the bottom. 

ltod*s com^ement was given m 
royal reception here as few ships te 
the navy had two kflls to their cred¬ 
it Ekiteitainment was lavttoed oa 
the men while tradesmen went over 
Kent repairing the nuuty holes thsd 
■he suffered above the water Une. 

INrice Victorians had toe honor d 
entertaining the men of HMS Near 
Zealand, one of the early battte 
cruisers. She came here In 1913 to 
participate in Navy Week and again 
In 1919 when she puQ^ into^Esqui- 
nudt with L(»d JeUicoe aboard. Jel« 
lhx)e, w^ was the hero of the Battte 
of Jutland, fought on May 31, 191€, 
was on a tour of Empire navat 
bases. He filed a report on the izzh- 
provemente needed to make the Em- 
plire safe in the next war. w^iich. at 
that tone, the pacifists said would 
never happen. But. in 1^ it did 
happen. 

• I must not overlook an fne^dent 
which happened when HMS York, 
Capt. H. E. Morse, paid a visit (km- 
ing Navy Werit in 1938 and she en¬ 
gaged in maTKWvres with Canadian 
destroyers. I was invited by Vi-^e- 
Admiral A. Meyrick. commander 
chief <rf- the British West Indies 
squadron, to take them in. 

We went through the normal pro* 
cedure of launching, by catapult, the 
flying boat, which observed toe fim 
of the gtins and kept an eye open for 
torpedo attacks, which were carried 
out without war heads. 

Admiral Meyrick was sitting cm 
his stool on the port side of to* 
bridge and Capt Morse was on th#

y/hen winter storms 
iubside and eternal rains 
and mists become less 
frequent, the outer coast 
once more becomes more 
’ hospitable. The appear¬ 
ance of new greenery in 
the underbrush and fresh 
budding overhead ih the 
maples and alders signi¬ 
fies the time when we all 
like to get out and ob¬ 
serve and participate in 
the activity of the new 
season. 

One of our favorite haunts is the 
outer tip ol the Olympic Peninsula, 
where we include two vantage points 
In our itinerary. From these t\^‘o 
points an unexcelled panorama of 
miifine acti\*ity can be had when the 
forces of nature co-operate to pro¬ 
duce fine weathei*. Herein, we would 
like to shai'e our experiences in this 
area this past spring in hopes that 
others will discover and enjoy it or 
make plans to be there at an appro¬ 
priate time. 

The focal point for both vantage 
points is Neah Bay which is easily 
reached o^'er good road in a couple 
of hours from Port Angelos. The 
drive is pleasant and from Clallam 
Bay on, is a, shoreline route wluch 
provides intimate glimpses of 
beaches and coves enroute and c»i 
toe heights some interesting coastal 
panoramas. Our own west coast 
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shoreline with mountain background 
is of course also visible. t 

On arrival at Neah Bay, proceed 
through the village along the wa¬ 
terfront. follow the road as it turns 
left at the u-est end. Another turn to 
toe right and you will cross over a 
log haul road and onto toe beginning 
of a paved road. Instead of turning 
left onto the paved road, go straight 
across and up the gravel road. 

If you follow this main gravel 
road (sometimes well graded, some¬ 
times not—it serves logging areas in 
this part of the peninsula) for a mile 
and three-quarters you will arrive at 
a loop at its end. You have arrived 
at Koitlah Point, elevation 150 feet, 
a h e e r promontory overlooking 
Juan de Fuca, Vancouver T.'^nd, 
and to the southeast, Neah Bay it¬ 
self. A few years ago this site was 
developed as a picnic site by toe 
Makah tribe. There is no camping 
or overnighting authorized here. 

We were fortunate this spring, 
after several past less successful 
visits, to have excellent visibility 
and timed bur arrival for late after-

noon. From this vantage point we 
could follow the Vancouver Island 
shoreline down past Sherii^ham 
Point. Directly across the Strait is 
Port San Juan and north-westward 
up toe west coast we could make out 
toe hmldings at Caramah Point with 
the n^ed eye. 

Following up toe coast with the 
glasses we could see the Tsusiat 
falls, Pachena Point with sts white 
tower and buildings, the Cape Beale 
peninsula and the mountains beyond 
at Ucluelet This represents a 
panorama of 80 miles of Vancouver 
Island shoreline. 

The visibility was so good we 
could e\’en make out the mountains 
belund Tofino. Down the Strait in 
front of us, observed the con- 


etant stream of marine traffic and 
we thou^t about all toe recent pub¬ 
licity given to tanker mov'ements 
down this waterway and the danger 
from oil ^lUs to shorelines and 
marine life, it seemed Hwu most 
ships coming and going were 
tankers and no doubt the increasii^ 
intensity’ of this daily procession of 
ships must result in international 
control measures that wih eiKure 
their safe approach to ai^ passage 
down tods important waterway. An 
understanding of (he problem be¬ 
comes more dear when you can 'see 
toe entire avea from the (me loca¬ 
tion, such as Koitlah Point 

To seaward, across the entrance 
to the Strait, we could see numerous 
spouts. It was the time of the north¬ 
ward migration of the California 
grey whales. We even saw one 'spy- 
hoRHng’ close mshore and below usr 
They are said to do this when they 
beccMne disoriented, usually by 
»tra>1ng too far inshore by the kdp 
beds. The action of poking their 
head up through the surface is anal- 
gous to (hat action rK»ted when ob- 
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sening seals. This particular whale 
had come some di^ance inside the 
Strait from around Tatoosh Island 
and was ob%’iously separated from 
toe rest of the herd to seaward. 

Perhaps the most beautiful tone 
at Koitlah Point is toe late evening; 
sunset and twihM>t with the whole 
western sky a glowing orai^. Later 
on in summer, the sun can be ob¬ 
served sinking as a fiery ball right 
up the middle of the Strait entrance. 
At twilight the Canadian shore sta¬ 
tions signals become visible as they 
flash their respective wamii^ to 
mariners; Pachena, Carmanah, and 
a»eringham Points. Beale md 
Race Rocks are too far distant and 
belcw the horizon and catioot be 
•een. 


Our second vantage point is nof 
quite ao easily reached, but the 
wards of a little effort are evident 
once you get there. The vantage 
point in question is Portage Headi 
You reach this destination 1^ tui» 
tag onto toe paved road after pass* 
tag through the village as ijrevioodf, 
mentioned. This paved road leads to 
the Makah Air Force Base. Just 
before arriving at the Base you sH 
notice a gravel road leading acTGM 
an open area and a creek and aensss ^ 
that k>g haul road previoialj 
mentioned. 

Oonttaue strai^d on — (k> not tan 
down the log haM road or you may 
meet a loggtag truck. Keep on tail 
gravel road (there is one turn off ta 
toe right—do not take this) and yoo 
win come into an open ^assy am 
after re-crossing the tag haul road. 
You will have crossed a concrete 
bridge deck over the Sooes River 
and soon will come out along tas 
shore of Mukkaiw Bay. The road 
here is full of pothoJes but drln 
carefully along the Bay past the li^ * 
dian houses and on iq> the hill at the 
southern md of -the beach. This Is 
Miere you park. You wouldn’t waid 
to go further anyway when jou sea 
what the road is Like ahead. 

You have come about three and a 
half miles since leaving the pav^ 
ment by the Air Force Base. Yoa 
are still in the Makah Indian Resets 
vation and from here on it is about a 
m^ and a half hike to Portage 
Head aicHtg an edd wartime road 
that is muddy and deeply rutted 
even ta summer and is impossiWe to 
all but high slung four wheel dzive 
vehicles. You must obtain permis¬ 
sion from the Makah TYibal Cound 
ta Neafi Bay before setting out 
through these lands. As of this p^ 
spring Makah Tribe has a regis- 
tralion vboth as the parking site and 
you are expected to sign ta. 

The Tribe would also like to hsvs 
your comments and suggestions as 
they have plans to develop this most 
attractive area.

In foe first and moat i peetactdsr 
breach, foe entire bead was visible, 
ahd the pointed form of the head 
cleerty identified foe grey 

whale. IBs 'aoeoeedfng beaachea 
were not so dramatic as this po wer - 
fill first effort but we remained in 
awe and excitement over this rsra 
and pow er f u l dfefday. 

Later bi the afternoon, after n 
lengthy period of wtaJe wobching, 
foe UJ3. Coast Guard paid « a 
friepa y visit A luga hdfeopter 
came info view tnan beidnd the hflfo v 
and made an i n s pe c tion efreoit of * 
the shipwreck ^wesunvafaly they 
check daily on Ks stattis and p o a ^ 
ble further oil spills) and then flew 
right over us on foe diff. CXir waves 
Ixousht a recognition waddle to their 
flight path and they flew on 19 Bfo 
coast. 

After a moef satisfying day, wa 
again started out on the trafi and 
after an hour were back at the ear. 
We intend to return to Poctagv 
Read. In good weather, a jouraey 
out to this hendfend provides a moat 
rewaidiiig day’s outing. 

ne DaOy Oeloaisfr-PAOE T 
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route to gain access to Shi Sd 
beach, a beautfful two-mile long 
sctnd>* exposed surf beach about two 
Dfiiles from foe parking site. The 
north end Shi Shi is just *^**^*** 
the Indian Reservatkm. 

But back to P(»tage Head. After a 
milp of walking down foe old road, 
you win notice an old roadway, 
aomeefoat overgrown, toming off to 
the right. Dcm’t take lids tm <M tit 
leadk to another vantage point but 
ttie view is cut off in part fay the 
forest and is not so spectacular) but 
ocotanue on up the hUl. Once you 
have reached the suranit of foe 
road and it lev’ds off and straight¬ 
ens out. look for anofoer tun off to 
the right. It is <»iy about a quarter 
mile from foe last mentioned turnoff 
and is now only a foot trail. TTds 
desir e d ttimoff is another dki road 
bed which climbs in awitcl>4»aek 
Castaon from the main road—It is 
badly overgrown with adders and 
bruab and there are many windfeBs 
to go over and under. This route iroa 
alao a supply route to a fortification 
buOt at foe Head during the Second 
World War. 

Most people corrtinue on to SM Shi 
and fois trail gets little use. After a 
steady clinfo you will soon caaoe 
over the top ha^dng looped back 
around to the south. After descend¬ 
ing again thrcugfi small groefo 
which gefo thicker as you approadk 
foe clitic you break out into foe open 
and ahead of you. you wfll see foe 
concrete observation structure 
which is aB that remains of foe war¬ 
time facilities. 

You are now at Portage Heed, 
ever 200 feet above foe sea and if 
you are averse to heights, conduct 
yoursetf according. The are 
sheer and in faot imdercut some* 
«hat directly in front of the con¬ 
crete building which b only about 15 
or 20 feet in from foe edge. It b noC 
the place for younger children 
u n less you have them by foehaxil at 
Ml fimoB. 


OUTER 

We spent an entire afternoon here 
—It was a warm and swuiy late 
March day with a light breeze bm 
the northwest—a beaufifo) s pring 
day. The view b fantastic. To foe 
npith, foe long trend of foe coast 
back through MuMcaw Bay where 
our car was partced, t erm inate s sf 
Cape Flattery. The rock sea stack, 
knm-n as Fuca Pillar b clearly visi¬ 
ble off the latter Cape as well as the 
outer part of Tatcoah Island and foe 
mountains of Vancouver Island in 
the bartEground. 

Tb the south stretches 9ii SM 
beach curving around tiie point 
with mazqr offfoore rocks, r eefa , and 
sea starts that b known as Pobtt of 
foe Arches, said to be the moat 
beautifrt part of the outer Washing¬ 
ton coast. Beyond b Cape Alava, tim 
westemnost part of the continental 
U.S.A. 

As we sat in the w ar t n son by ffie 
soncrete structure and munch^ on 
our sa ndwd ebes in foetter from the 
breeze, we tortc all tftb grandeur in. 
We noticed fluffy balls of white mak* 
ter fo ' iftki g over us. As one ot theae 
becasne snagged on the tip of the 
long grass thereabout we noticed )t 
to be foam. Apparently there b an 
upwelling of air current caused fay 
foe cli& and as the seas cneh 
against their bases, bits ol foam 
b eco m e alrbom and are carried ig> 
and over. 

Again on this day we w e r e 
blessed with good weather but im¬ 
mediately to the south among rock 
pinnacles lay evidence of terrible 
winter storms. Below and in &ont of 
us, in pieces, lay foe shattered huB 
of the 12.000-ton troop transport 
Geoeral M. C. Mrtgs, whkh had 
eome asbare here to January durtog 
the same storm that claimed all foe 
lives aboard a freighter that went 
down SGDW 100 maps west of Va»> 
couver Island. Fortunately, no Uvea 
were lost to foe MelgB stranding as

she was consigned to a artvage yard 
and at the time was under tow with 
BO one aboard. 

At the time of our v ic w ujg her, 
she was anl>' tw'o months ashore, 
oampZetely broken in two, her stem 
sheared off and strewn in ptoecs 
inshore and she was gradually seC- 
tiii^ lower as the seas steAdOy 
ground her down on foe recto. The 
teniAe banging of steel agatoatatecl 
caused by crashing sweUa, echoed 
omtooutiy off the 200 foot in¬ 
shore. 

Perhaps the most interesting part 
of our afternoon was our observance 
of the whales. From south to north, 
as far as we could see. there wer e 
spouts. We did not attempt to oounk 
them. But ia watching them we re¬ 
called what we bad read about fob 
fantastic and intetiigent anhnaL 
Tliey were of course on foeir north- 
waru ^.000-mi!e migration finom 
Baja, California, to their simuner 
feeding grounds off the Kamchatka 
coast, the Bering and Arctic Seas. 
Thtir uncanny abBlty to know when 
to start out. to time their arrival la 
foe ncNTthem seas and rettmi sooth- 
ward before being trapped by Ice 
has always beat -a source of wonder¬ 
ment to scientista and laymen alike. 

The Californa grey whale is 
unique to that of all foe nageating 
vfoalee, this one stays close to shore 
for a considerable part of its migra- 
ttoQ. Th^ spend almost half tbehr 
>ear miniating, taking ig> to three 
months to oompJete foe one way 
journey. Those tt^ we we r e ohsesv- 
ing had already been at sea fer 
about a month. They are toow mov¬ 
ing — said to average maybe four 
kzuCs smd notaUy mazQr a w im juot 
outside the te^eaidng surf. Some 
seem to be pl^iing and raBtog 
around with flukes and flip pers 
careening through the air bat 
always there is DOithward znonre- 
Bient.

tt is hard for us to believe that 
there was a time when ice cream 
was considered a rare and exotic 
dish. Now people on the North 
American continent eat ice cream 
every day in the week; now every 
little town and village, no matter 
how small, boasts at least one soda 
fountain and ice cream parlor. It's 
hard to know who made the first 
ice cream, although we know it 
was a long, long time ago. 

From ancient record we tlunk frozen Ice* 
began in Cfrina^ From China the secret «rf making 
flavored ices may have passed on to India, the 
Arab countries and to Persia. From there to Italy 
and throughout Europe. 

When Catherine de'Medlci left her home in 
Florence, Italy, in 1533, to become the 14-yearold 
bride of King Henry n of France, she brought 
with her a retinue of Italian cooks, who prepared 
a difrerent flavor of her favorite "Iced cream'* 
lor each day of the prolonged wedding festivities. 

How **iced cream** evolved into Ice cream as 
we know it today and bow it came to America 
about the middle of the eighteenth century, is a 
kog stmy. 

In 1851 a Baltimore milk dealer built 0» first 
Ice cream factory in this country but ice cream 
did not become the typical national dessert until 
ttie ISOOs. Ice cream sodas were invented by a 
elever person i»ho added soda water and syrup to 
loe cream. 

The sundae was product of the Sabbath 
Day blue laws .,, the good people of Evanston, 
Illinois, ccvisidered soda a ''stimulating*' bever¬ 
age not proper to be served on the Sabbath. 
These people succeeded in having a city ordi¬ 
nance passed prohibiting the sale of ice cream 


m Simday. To comply with the law a phar- 
■Mcist la that city served ke cream with only 
iVnv poured over Ih# top, but without soda, on 
Simday. TWa aod^en soda he called a '*Siaiday 
soiia- or "&mday" tor short The spelling was 
later changed to ••sundae'' because there was 
•hjeetton to the new dish aftw the

The Premier of British Colum¬ 
bia, the Hon. James Dunsmuir was 
at the Coronatkm of King Edward 
VII and Queen Alexandra, and this 
fact made loyal Victorians feel 
very close ittdeed to the far-away 
Throne. 

Tbe new national Gonsarvative leader mas 
Robert Borden, and he came to Victoria, and 
pillars of that party said it would not be long 
before he was the prime ministar, oatsting that 
Liberal, Sir Wilfrid Laurier.. who, his pcditicai 
eneoiies said, would seO Canaria out to the Unit¬ 
ed States, wl^ with his talk of lecqaocitF* and 
all. 

Whenever I ^ into <dd newspapers my atten- 
tkfn is arrested hits and pieces of out^’history. 
which give a picture of the Victoria of olden 
times. 

For instance, I enjoyed in The Colonist these 
items; 

** *Straw ride* — a merry party of campers at 
presort rusticatkig on the shores ot Cadboro Bay 
chartered a hay wagon and, under the charge'of

Mr. David Spencer, enjoyed a ‘straw ride' ic Cor¬ 
dova Bay, where a visit was paid to the little 
village of tents at that point 

‘The party numbered about 24, and seemed to 
thoroughly enjoy the novel outing, and made the 
welkin ring with merry song and hilarioue ^ 
uproar 

“Another successful gatfiering is added to Ow 
already large list of summer pleasures for which 
the picturesciue seaside district of Sidney is sc 
well known. 

“No silvery moon shone in the heavens, but 
the bright light from the lamps seemed to reflect 
beaut>' from the flags so artistically arranged at 
the summer cottage of Mr. and Mrs. R. L. Drury, 
giving die building a cheerful and loyal appear¬ 
ance 

“That wonderful inventioa, the phcnograph, 
with its realistic imitation of band music, filled in 
an interval between pieces in the formal pro¬ 
gram 

“The ifisCrament was guided by Mr. M. 

A. 7h>>mas and suitable musical selections were 
given by Mrs. Critchley and Mrs. Thomas, of Bal¬ 
timore. Maiy'land. 

“Much credit was given to Master RobWe 
Thomas for his chmce and entestaining solos. 

“It would be a difficult matter to secure a 
more gifted elocutionist than Mrs. Riley. Miss 
Kdith Biethour gave a musical selection on the 
oi'gan 

“Mr Riley. M.P., loaned the organ. Mr. Drury 
made an ideal chairman, and kept the gathering 
lively and happy.'*' 

“Victoria’s first flower show — in the Douglas 
Gardens — w'as a decided success and five large 
marquees had been set up on the lawn of the old 
Government House, and these were filled to tiieir 
capacity’ with a gorgeous collection of color and 
perfunie. 

“Rt the evening the grounds and tents were 
brilUantly lighted, and presented an enchanting 
picture as the hundi'eds of gaily attired ladies 
moved about amoag the trees, and crowded the 
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mitrquees, the bloom on their faces vicing with 
that of the blocmos, over \^ch they bent in 
delight, thereby also giving delight to the hand¬ 
some young swains were out in full force.** 

(The Douglas Gardens were where Heritage 
Court is today; they were called that because the 
I»t)perty was the former estate Governor Sir 
James Dou^as. 

(His old house was standing in 1902; alas, in 
1905, it was tom down, ^^'hat a sbowi^ce of our 
history it would be today.) 

I have long suspected that James Dun&nmir 
was noS.interested in acquiring a tide. Despite bis 
great wealth, and his position, be was at heart a 
very modest almost shy person. 

He lived in magnificent homes — Burleith. on 
the banks of the Gorge, and Hatley Park, but 
when the social events became too much for him 
be went to bis fishing and hunting lodge at Cow- 
kl^ River. He had a grand yacht, Dolaura, and 
early yachts, but he seems to have soon tired of 
'cruising. 

When he went to King Edward’s coronation, R. 
£. Gosnell, his secretary, was with hint 

Gosnell was also a newspeperman asMl 
wrote items from London for Tlie Coloalst 

In one despatch he may have given, quite 
hvadvertently. a reason for Dunsmuiris lack of 
knighthood, which I feel sure be could have had, 
if be bad wanted it 

Gosnell wrote; “CcUonials in London—Hon. 
James Dunsmuir has returned to London from 
the north country after an absence of three 
weeks, during which time be went to visit the 
birthplace of his father, in Ayreshire, Scotland. 

(Robert Dunsmuir. the father of James, who 
had come to this Island in 1851, died here in April 
of 1889, when he was president of the executive 
council (chairman of the provincial eabinet) and 
on the eve of completion of hU Ccaigdarroch Cas¬ 
tle.) 

*T have not yet stated that the Premier hag 
not 'enthused' very much over England or the 
state functions in connectkm with the Coronation;i 
but he is very mudi pleased with his experiences 
in Scotland, and came back to London with modi- 
tied view* ol the whole oo tm try. 


“He received an invitation to visit tfie Duke 
of Argyle at Ihverary, but the invitadoo did not 
reach him in time to accept before returning te 
. London. 

* (Did Dunsmuir not want to accept this inviti^ 
tkm? It looks that way to me.) 

“The premier just got back to London in time 
to attend tb^ garden party at Lord Stratbcona’e 
country^ residence of Knebwortb. the ancestral 
home of the Lyttons. 

“The premier and his family went to the 
reception given at Hotel Cecil by Lady Laurier, 
on b^ialf of Sr Wilfrid, who was not feeling weU. 
R was really quite a brilliant affair. 

“Lady Laurier received in her welWcnowa 
simple and refined style: Sir Wilfrid is 
rather ill; be has not enjoyed good health since 
coming to London, and is regularly iMider the 
care of his physician. 

“In Premier Dunsmuir’s entourage at the 
Coronation in Westminster Abbey r were Mrs. 
Dunsmuir, Miss *BirdIe* Dunsmuir, Hon, D. M, 
Eberts, the agent-general for British Columbia hi 
London. Hon. J. H. Turner and Mrs. Turner; Mr. 
JiKtice P. A. Irving and Miss Paula Irving; Mise 
Finlayson, Mrs. Boscowitz and Mr. Maurice Hills, 
the Dunsmuir family solicitor.** 

Canada, in 1902, was being rocked by the age- 
old question that stUl rocks us; is Canada becom¬ 
ing too much Americanized? 

It is a question that, from our beginning, ha* 
deeply concerned our elected representative*. 
Through the years they have tried to stem the 
tide, but all their efforts seem not to have don* 
much good. 

In 1902, D. J. Goggin, superintendent of edi> 
cation in ^ Northwest Territories came a \'isiV 
ing Victoria, and he had a say about American^ 
ration in Canada’s frontier country. 

Mr. Goggin had no fears of Americans •eb' 
tUng in Canada. 

He put it this -Way: "I visited a school thi* 
year, where all the pupils were children of new¬ 
comers from the United States. I asked them if 
they would sing, and they said they would, so I 
expressed my desire to hear them. The first pieo*

"lim explanation was that they had an Oi>- 
teto girl lor teacher, and she taught them these

“Settlers bom the States come to me Ire- 
qoently and while they demur a little when I tell 
a>em Canadian laws are better than those ol the 
United States, they are willing to admit that our 
tows are better ac^inistered. 

•They quickly identify themselves with Cana- 
Ann institutions. 

'*niey are not settied in ootonies, but mix up 
mC in Canadian communities. 

•*For these reasons and because they do their 
Mm thinking the^ are really less a danger to our 
fctttitutions than some European immigrants, who 
are settled in their own little communities, speak- 
teg their own languages, and who are apt to vote 
M bloc, end so become e political danger. 

*TT>e Americans are very i»ogressive, want 
eoads, bridges and schools forthwith, and wall, in 
ttiis way, tend to make the progress of the west 
eaore rapid. 

•They will not sit down and wait for these 
filings to come to them, but will stir about and 
get them themselves, and in a hurry; that's the 
way Americans are. I think we can do with more 
d their get-ufvand-go—as long as they become 
good Canadians and reflect our laws, which I am 
Mire they wiU." 

ChinatowTi in the Victoria of 70 years was one 
fit the sights to see—a 'must' for visitors. 

Tou took your out-of-town guests to China- 
tewD, as today you tak^them to Bastion Square 
and Craigdarroch Castle. 

In 1902 a most distinguished party of British 
Journalists came here, The Colonist reporting: 
•They — have now come to the Ultima ^ule — 
Ifictoria, the western rampart of Britain on the 
North American continent, so happily named 
British Columbia. . » 

•The party proceeded fl^m the steamer 
Charmer to the Driard Hotel, where they dined 
and afterwards, guided by Chief of Police Lang- 
lay they were taken for a trip throu^ Chinatown. 

**Tbe mysteries of opium manufacture were 
laid bare to them — they went to the dens where 
the Oriental drug gives solace to the wearied 
brain of the Celestial stranger within our gates. 

•Then they visited several Chinese stores, 
eating houses and barber shops and took a look in 
at the Presbyterian Mission, where several score 
of Chinese boys were seen to be industriously 
Miployed in learning the language of the 'foreign 
devils.* 

•The party wound up the evening’s jaunt at 
file Joss House, where Rev. Canon Beanlands 
explained the intricacies of Chinese mythology, 
and gave the party an idea of the significance of. 
the symbols and rites practised in the heathen 
temple. j 

*The British visitors expressed a mild sur¬ 
prise at all the electric lights they saw In Vio 
toria, the street cars, and omer indications of civ- 
fiteatton. They seem^ to think they were coming 
to wild In^an and wild bear country. 

The visit of Robert Borden had the Conservap 
fives of Victoria in delirium. 

They were quite convinced that soon he'd be 
Prime Minister of Canada; they had to wait until 
mL 

The OoloDlst noted: "Never before in its hls- 
tory did the Victoria Theatre cwitain a more 
thoroughly representative and enthusiastic audi¬ 
ence than that which assembled to greet the Con¬ 
servative chieftain of Canada. 

"The boxes and orchestra seats were graced 
^ a large number of ladies, who seemed to take 
a great interest in politics, looking forward, no 
doubt, to the inevitable vote when the male citi- 
Kos will allow them the franchise. 

•Tlnn’s orchestra was in attendance, and as 
file curtain rose, the strains of 'The Maple Leaf 
Forever* roused the audience to the heights of ei> 
tbusiasm.

Borden, like our premier of today, the Hot. 

Bennett, was of the opiniOT that British 
lumbia was not getting its fair share of finan- 
1 help from Ottawa. 

He referred "to the inadequate returns to 
itish Columbia of monies paid into the Domin- 
I Government by this most w^tem province.** 
said that in 1894 Laurier had said British 
lumbia was paying into the Dominion Treasury 
1 a person, and other persons only 54- 
But, said Mrs. Borden, LauJer, when he be- 
me prime minister brushed on his early views 
saying be wished to compliment British C^ 
ribians ot their ability to pay more — This 
ywing hew prosperous, enterprising this prov- 
re is." 


Mr. Borden said such a cavalier attitude oB 
the part of Laurier is not appreciated by British 
Columbians, who, he said, feel they are being 
milked. 

I found, in my search of 1902, a veiy Impor¬ 
tant wedding — between Hugo Robert Walter 
Beoven, son of a former premier of Britisfa 
Columbia, and Ada Georgina Pemberton, daugjH 
ter of Joseph Despard Pemberton, a very giant ol 
our histoiy. 

The details were in The Cekmist: *The bride, 
who was given away by ^r brother, Mr. F. B. 
Pemberton, wore a lovely gown of brocade, with 
lace berthe, yoke and sleeves, and a train of 
ivory satin, a lace veil with garlands of orange 
blossoms.

/ doubt very much H Harble- 
down Island in Johnstone Straits 
has ever been noted for its large 
population but in 1892, apart from 
the Indians who lived there, the 
white population was practically 
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That was the year that William Herbert Ga]> 
le>' and his partner, Kenneth McCrimmon, moved 
upcoast from Vancouver and established a trad¬ 
ing post on the island. 

Cecil **Tom** Galley, his oldest son. who has 
Bved all bis life on the B.C coast, tells about the 
eaiiy days in the islands Johnstone Straits, and 
the people who settled there. ISs father, William 
Galley, was born in Ontario in the 18^. As a 
young man he came west and worked in logging 
camps in Oregon before coming to Vancouver 
where be worked for Hickman Tye hardware firm 
when the city was still known as Gastown. 

In 1S90 be married Mary Ann Wharton who 
same from Mission City in the Fraser Valley.

SkToa as Galley Bay. 
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Their only daughter, Eileen, was bom in Van¬ 
couver the following year. 

In Febnuuy, 1892, when Eileeen was hbout 
sbe months old Galley decided to move upcoast 
and try his hand as a storekeeper. Accompanied 
by McCrimmon. and Mrs. Galley and the baby, 
he sailed up from Vancouver to Knight Inlet in a 
26-foot boat which held all the htGe group's 
worldly possessions plus a supply of trade goods 
such as sugar, flour, tea and tobacca 

“It was just a Columbia River fishing boat 
tike those used for gill-netting.*' Tom Galley re¬ 
lated. “It bad one ot those canvas shelters you 
could raise up and put down.** 

There were four Indian villages in file vicinity 
at the time, each with a population of about 250 — 
on Kingcorae Inlet, Village Island, Tumour Island 
and Harbledown Island. Elarly spring found the 
Indians up iOiight folet waiting for the annual 
run of ooUchans, an impoitant item in their daily 
regimen* 

“My folks and Kenny McCrimmon rowed and 
sailed their boat up to the head of Kni^ Inlet. 
They sta 3 red there trading tin the Indians were 
finished processing their oolichan oil, about tike 
beginning June. When file Indians returned to 
their villages my Dad sent his wife and daughter 
down with them In a war canoe and he and 
McCrimmon came behind in their boat** 

Galley and McCrimmon each took up about a 
quarter section of land on Harbledown Island. 
Galley built a log house, part of it was store and 
part • was living quarters, and settled down to 
trading with the Indians. 

“7^ Indians had blankets which they gave 
as security for the supplies they got" said Gal¬ 
ley. “They* vtent salmon fishing in the summer 
and fall for the canneries that were springing 
on the coast, and when they were paid in the fall 
they came to the store and redeemed their blan¬ 
kets. 

•“niey also made rings and bracelets and 
brooches from gold and silver coins which they 
pavvned when necessary, rf you gave them two S5 
gold pieces, the}* would kieep c»ie as pQ>'mcnt and 
hammer out a replica of an eagle with the other. 

“Sui>plies for the store were brought from 
Vancouver about once a >^onth. first by the old 
steamer Bostwock, later by the Union Steam¬ 
ships. There was no place in our bay for a ship to 
tie up so my father built a scow which he row^ 
out to mid-stream and unloaded the supplies. 

“All kinds of supplies,'* Tom Galley went^. 
•TTou could buy an>'thing from a darning needle 
to a bear trap in the upcoast trading centres in 
ttiose da>*8,*' 

Galley, Senior, pre-empted about 190 acres of 
land on Harbledown. and McCrimmon about 140. 
**It cost an acre and you bad to build a bouse 


and clear at Jeast one acre land to get your 
deed which was registered in Victoria. McCrim- 
mon went around the point about two miles from 
where we lived and built a two-storey wooden 
bouse oo his land. 

*Tt was made of boards. There was a mill 
somewhere — I think at Simoom Sound. I know 
my Dad got the lumber there for rafters and 
stairways. 

“McCrimm<»i married Maria K^ano whose 
father was a Kanaka, from the South Sea Islands 
where Captain Cook had explored. He came to 
Harbledo^ Island with Roman Catholic mis¬ 
sionaries before my father arrived. They buOt a 
mission bouse not far from where my father later 
pre-empted, and when the missionaries left Mr. 
Kemano stayed and married an Indian woman 
and had a family, Maria was one of his daugh¬ 
ters.” 

Shortly befora Tom Galley was bom on Aug. 
2, 1897, Mrs. Galley went to Vancouver with her 
h^e girl, Eileen, on one of the freighters that 
called at Harbledown. A few weeks after Tom 
was bom in St. Paul's Hospital, she reCun^ up¬ 
coast with her little family. Three more children, 
were bom to the Galleys—Frederick ki 1900, the 
first white child bom on Harbledown; John in 
1903, and Wilfred in 1907. All were bom at borne 


with wUy the help of Maria McCrimmon. 

"The Galleys and McCHmmons were the only 
white families on the island then,” said Tom 
Galley. “By the time I old enough to re¬ 
member filings there were quite a few other pecH 
pie around there, mostly loggers. 

"Before logging camps were estaUished m 
Tumour Island in 1912, it was all hand logging. A 
man and his partner would come to my father’s 
store and get groceries, then go and hand log oo 
one of the islands. When they got a boom in and 
got their cheque, they’d come back and pay for 
their supplies. 

"Quite a lot of their logs in the years around 
the turn of the century went to the Fraser 
Mills in Vancouver. In 1912 the, first real company 
came into the area. ^Tbat was th^ Powell River 
Company. They had four camps on Tumour Is¬ 
land and one oo Village Island.” 

By the time Tom Galley was rf ady for school 
a little schoolhouse had been built Harbledown 
Island. “I remember there were tevm pupils,** 
said Tom. “Three of us GaBeys, tiito McCrimmoa 
girls, and two Indian girls. My futkire brotber-iD* 
law, Jack Walden, built the school. 

“My sister. Eileen, went to St lAnn’s Convent 
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from Pa^e U

Next year hte 
hride-to^ came to Canada azMi the couple was 
Bterried In Vancouver in October, 1919. Tom took 
ttte new Mrs. Galley to the family homestead on 
Harbledown Island where old kb*. Galley and his 
sons still lived and (^>erated the store. Mrs. 
Galley Sailor had died in 1912. Two children were 
bom — wmiam in Alert Bay Hospital in 1920, and 
Mary, bom at home cm Harbledown in 192L 

hi 1926 Tom Galley moved his family to Alert 
Bay. "Our first home there was a t«it bouse. We 
got enough lumber to put the floor down and 
raised a tent on it. We had a stove with a bole in 
the tent roof where the pipe w«Jt through and 
every time the wind blew, up would come the 
ahimney off the stove.** 

Tom is probably best know around Alert Bay 
lor his assodatSon with the government telegraph 
and telephone service tor whom be worked oo 
and off for 25 years. His first job was on line 
boat in 1925 with Joe McDonald as his partner.

You can spread loganberry jam on 
lye bread, eat ripe berries with ice cream, or 
simply drink loganberry brandy, whichever way 
you consume them, you'll not regret it 


like many bruits In ocm vineyards and 
chards, the loganberry didn't originate in the 
Garden of Ed^n but was the result of mankind's 
•eaixh for variety. 

The first loganberry was gro w n in 1882 by 
James Harvey Logan of Santa Crtiz, California, 
who rambled about the countryside in search of 
wild trtackbeiiies, which he preferred eating to 
the cultivated ones. During experimentatioa he 
tried to domesticate the sweet wild blackbeny 
but found out ttuit they must grown on canes, to* 
stead at their vines in order to get large berries.

Determined to create a new berry, Logan 
planted domestic blackberry canes in the first 
row; wild blackberry in the second: red antwnp 
raspberry in the third. ^Tbese plants grew big, 
with long canes of the previous year's gr owth , 
and in the spring of 1880 they fruited in a limited 
way from the old wood.

statesman is also the titular head of 
one of the world’s largest publishing 
bouses. 

The question one must ask is 
whether Macmillan's inenK^ 
would have benefited severe 

editing, and the answer has to be in 
the ^irmative. Althoo^ always a 
progr ess ive politician, Macmillan is 
an Edwardian by ten^>erament and 
his writing reflects the leisured pace 
which earned him the sobriquet 
“Unflappable Mac.** 

A lot of material should have 
been junked; for instance, the rea¬ 
soning behind the choice of Junior 
ministers in 1959, w4uch he goes into 
in some detaU, is of little o r no in- 
terest today. *11115 is a cor*tK« 
fault when an amateur writes his 
memoirs from diaries. 

Bow*ever, don’t let this criticism 
deter you. By and lax^e, there is so 
much of interest in this fiffo volume 
foat we can forgive MaomillaD bis 
lapses from literary grace. 

The book opens with his victory in 
the general election in October 1959, 
and ends with a vivid account of foe 
Queea’s visit to Ghana in troubled 
and pot^tially dangerous circum¬ 
stances in November 196L 

hi between foese evente, Mac¬ 
millan covers the beginni^ of ^ 
detente with Russia, the Paris sum¬ 
mit conference, which eoBapsed 
over foe bizarre incident of the U-2 
spyplane, the attempt to get Britain 
into foe oomxnoo market, and the 
relations between Britain and foe 
U.S. in general and between Mac¬ 
millan and John Keimedy in particu¬ 
lar. 

There Is a fosclnating account of 
the first meeting ot foe two beads of 
state when Macmillan flev from 
Bermuda ”I;600 miles to luncheon’^ 
at Key W’est, and found Kennedy ill 
the mickfie of a conference with his 
military advisers oser the crisis in 
Laoa. 

X Is fa tere s t in g today to learn 
from MacmiBan’s diaries of the 
time foat he and Kennedy were 
skeptical of the Pentagon’s hawkish 
Ilians which the British chiefs of 
stafi considered ’’unrealistic” and 
”a nnnous undertaking,** 

Tti^e ere fascinating portraits of 
foe <dd men of Europe: Adenauer 
^rtiB banging on to power and laps¬ 
ing into soporific lectures on conv 
munism; de Gatdie, benign and 
regal, but ”I fear he has decided to 
oppose us — yet, in a way, be wants 
us in Europe.** 

There is a lot of quiet humor. Of 
his audience with Pope John, Mac¬ 
millan writes: 

**!& Holiness was in capital form. 
He talked (without any pause at all), 
for thirty-five minutes in powerful 
but incorrect French. He was quite 
delightful — obviously both frigidly 
and sincere. What will happen when 
the Archbishop of Canterbury sees 
him, I do not know, for the Aich- 
bishop never draws breath either 

Then there Is foe entertaining ac¬ 
count of de Gaulle’s visk to Eng¬ 
land, afiicfa foe general insisted 
should be informaL As a restdt Mac-. 


ruined a planned shoot and perseetfo 
ed hapless Journalists. 

A lot of space is devoted to the pe¬ 
rennial proWcm of the economy 
cause as Macmillan remariES, "Ihe 
^itish economy, like the Brtliah 
weather, is apt to be vaxiaUe. Ifar 
do the professional feweeasten show 
any n^ore marked success in foe 
jHOgnostications of economic 
changes than they do in the seteoee 
of meteorology." 

Incidentally, foat last sentence le 
a fair example of Macmillan’s 
terary style. Some may not cere foe 
it; I find it nwst ^igaging, a wel¬ 
come ^ange fixxn the deatfiy 
serious. Jargon-studded, cliche-rid¬ 
den style of modem commentatore. 

Macmillan describes Britain’s 
part in foe tragedy of the Co n go, 
and we leam of foe first rumblings 
in foe break-up of the Central Afri¬ 
can Federation. But possibly foe 
most interesting chapters of aB deal 
with the full stwy of tbe author's Af¬ 
rican tour in 1960, which cu l m i ns te d 
in his fanxKJB "wind of change" 
speech to the South African parlta- 
xnent. 

He ^ves a compcUii^ description 
of Dr. Verwoerd, who was a charm- 
ing host, but "as convinced as John 
Knox himself foat be alone ocxdd be 
right" and utterly impervious to ar¬ 
gument. 

Despite his hatred of aparfoeld ^ 
♦*it transposes iriiat we regard as a 
wrong into a right” — Macmfllan 
tried hard to keep South Africa fa 
the Commonwealth. He says he 
would have succeeded had "Dr. Ver¬ 
woerd shown the smallest move to 
wards an understanding of foe views 
of his Commonwealth oc^esF^es, or 
made any ccmcession." 

An unexpected bonus comes in foe 
form of an explanation of the reli^ 
tions between prime minister and 
foe monarch and an interesting and 
sympathetic picture of foe Queen 
and her pi^tical duties. Macmillan 
also quotes extensively from a largo 
Dumb^ of foe lively and infonna- 
tive letters he wrote to the ()ueeBL 

This fifth volume, like its pre¬ 
decessors, is an invaluable historica] 
document. In addition, despite Its 
excessive detail, it is frank, infonn- 
-ative, witty and dtarming.

Hurricane Hits Gas Arsenal

After Americans Flee Atoll 


HONOLULU (UPI) — Hurricane 
Odeste Saturday lashed Johnston L- 
land, America’s mid-Pacific war gas 
arsenal, but no one was left on the 
tiny atoll to witness the storm’s fury. 

The Air Force in Honolulu said 
satellite reports indicated Celeste 
sti-uck Johnston Saturday afternoon, 
but there was no information on ac¬ 
tual conditions. The island is the 
storehouse for 13,000 tons of lethal 
nei've and mustard gas transferred 
last year from Okinawa. 

As Celeste apjiroaehed, the .Air 
Force evacuated the last remaining 


men because "to remain would be too' 
great a risk." 

An Air Force spokesman said. 
•‘.All munitions and equipment were 
secured to the ma.\imum extent pos¬ 
sible” Itefore evacuation, of the island. 
800 miles southwest of Hawaii. 

A Hawaii spokesman said It was 
“almost inconceivable’’ that “any 
combination of circumstances could 
result in any hazard to human or oth 
er life on Johnston’’ due to leakage 
of the ga.ses. 

Meanwhile, tropical storm Diana 
bnished the big island of Hawaii, de¬ 


molishing four homes and causing at 
least 8*200,000 damage.' 

Fifteen families were evacuated 
from the Kalapana coast and trees fell 
across reads in Hakalau, causing an 
automobile crash. Portions of the city 
of Hilo were without power. 

But Diana didn’t pass directly 
over Hawaii. It turned to the wes{, 
endangering other Hawaiian islands. 
High surf, wind and rain warnings 
were in effect for Maui. 

Thirty-five-fool waves smashed 
■into Hawaii’s southern coastline, 
washing across I'oads and flooding 
low-lying areas. Diana bru.shed the 
island with lOO-milc-an-hour winds.

Fascinating Cave Found in Cariboo 


A Universuj of Victoria 
oceanography student and 
amalRiir cave exjjlorer ha* 
disclosed the existence of a 
limestone cave carx-ctl by a 
gold-bearing river in tlie Cari- 
b(K). 

Paul Griffiths, 21. says It 
may be the largest such cave 
in Canada but he’s not mak- 
mg public tiie location except 
to .lay it’s within the bounda¬ 
ries <rf a provincial park. , 
Griffiths discovered *the ^ 
rave in .lune of 1971. He has 




e.xplored caves in soutlierii 
France and Vancouver Island 
for the past five years. 

The discovery has been 
named'Grizriy liear Cave b. • 
cause of the large numliers of 
bear in the area. 

Preliminary explorations cA 
the cave, he said, showed 
gold-bearing black sand, a hot 
spring, white frogs, an . un¬ 
derground lake, miles of un¬ 
explored galleries witli water¬ 
falls. and super-sized to«M- 
pnnts of unknown age 


With a companion, Blake 
Killins. of Hamilton. Ont.. the. 
huge cave was explored for 
half-mile upstream from 
wliero a river disapiicars into 
a ix>ck wall before emerging a 
mile aw'ay. 

They went 150 feet do%vn a 
vertical shaft in a tlry 
stream bed finding the un¬ 
derground river at the. bot¬ 
tom. ^ 

\ mile down from the dry 
smeam bc<l Hie rnor re-ap- 
IK'ar.’* 


Gnlfilhs sai(i the walls of. 
the cave were of smooth nx'k 
and parts of the ceiling had 
two-inch long stalocfites. 

Tlie two explorers spent two 
days examining the cave and 
panning gold, '^'hey recovered 
two ounces of flake gold and a 
small nugget, bcfoi*e leaving 
the cave. 

Griffiths said he wx«ild like 
to take part in a large-scale 
exploration of the cave’s ap¬ 
parently -ondles*^ i>assages.
